Business is disturbed during consideration 
of a tariff bill. That is an unfortunate fact, 
but no matter how hard the president and 
members of congress may try to dispose of 
the whole subject promptly, it win have to be 
under consideration for many long weeks to 
come. 

People who are not familiar with the im- 
‘mensity of the tariff act and the multiplicity 
of its details, every one of which must be ad- 

-_justed in such a way as to leave no con- 
fusion in the minds of the customs officers, 
often express the opinion that congress is 
trifling with the business interests of the 
country because it does not put an end to 
all uncertainty in a week or two at the out- 


There is no duty which comes before con- 
gress at any time which requires such care- 
» ful consideration as a tariff bill. There is no 


measure, and. in fact, no dozen measures, 


which affect the pocketbook of so many dif- 
ferent people as the semi-occasional enact- 
ment of a law fixing the rate of duty on so 
many different articles imported from for- 


eign countries. 


Good Thing Law Is Steady. 

It is a good thing for the country that tariffs 
are not revised every day, or every year. It 
would be unfortunate for business if the 
people should get to seesawing in their poll- 
ties in such a way that every time a new 
president was elected an entirely new tariff 
scheme would have to be agreed upon. 

In the present case under the constitution 
the house of representatives must agree upon 
a tariff bill before the senate has anything 
whatever to do with it. The senate cannot 
gave time by passing a tariff bill of its own 
and then adjusting matters with the lower 
house of congress. A finished product must 
be presented to the senate by the house he- 
fore a scrap of official work can be done in 
the upper branch of congress. | 

It is true that while the house is discussing 
its own tariff bill, adding here, and taking 


away there, members of the finance eommit- 


tee of the senate can follow the proceedings 
day by day and make up their minds what 
they will do with the same Items This short- 
ens the time the hause bill ist ta be Jn the 
hands of the senate committee, but in point 
of fact little or nothing can be done in the 
senate until the house has concluded all its 
.preliminary work. 


How House Makes the Tariff. 

No one can say just now how long it will take 
for the tariff bill to be put through the house. 
Under the rules it is considered first in com- 
mittee of the whole. That committee, as its 
title indicates, is really the house itself, com- 
posed of exactly the same members with 
the exception, as a matter of practice, that 
the speaker of the house does not preside, 
and with the further difference that there is 
a wider latitude for debate and a greater 
difficulty in insisting upon record votes and 
dilatory motions. 

After the committee of the whole considers 
the entire tariff bill from beginning to end, 
line by line, paragraph by paragraph, section 
by section, and agrees upon the whole thing, 
the same process is repeated in the house of 
representatives, although the time then de- 
voted to the bill is much shorter, as most of 
the disputed points have been worked out in 
the big committee meetings in which all the 


members have participated.

HEALTH AND THE TARIFF. . 

There is much talk about the tariff and 
widely differing opinions on the subject. 
Without at all attempting even to belittle 
the tariff issue as a question of great na- 
tional importanoe, it may safely be asserted 
that the health of the 90,000,000 of people 
in this country is of more importance, as 
a factor in our national power and pros- 
perity, than is the tariff question. 

Consumption alone kills 138,000 people 
in the United States each year. The esti- 
mated cost or loss is placed at $8,000 for 
each life, making the elmost incalculable 
total of $1,104,000,000 a year. As con- 
sumption is ene of the diseases responding 
to sanitary administration, congress might 
well hurry up and get through tinkering 
with the tariff and then study up on health 
matters a little.

ARREST OF WOMAN EXPECTED. 

Sharon, Pa., March 20.—[Special.]—It. is 
hoped that the arrest of a woman now being 
watched by members of the state police 
may clear up the kidnaping of Willie Whitla. 
who was stolen from school on Thursday 
morning. The woman, who lives at Youngs- 
town, O., has been trailed by police since 
yesterday. The arrest probably will be made 
tonight. 

The police of Pittsburg are working on a 
clew furnished them by several passengers 
on a car Thursday night. A man and woman 
and a boy answering the description of the 
missing lad boarded the car near the Union 
station about half-past 11 Thursday night. 
They left the car in the Bloomfield district. 

Another search for the boy centers about 
Warren, O., near which place the boy was 
reported seen two nights ago, and where the 
buggy in which he was taken from here 
was found. Many police and detectives 
also are exploring every spot around Buf- 
falo, N. T., to secure evidence that will lead 
to the capture of the abductors. 

Judge B. M. Wilkins of Trumbull! county, 
O., today granted permission to the twen- 
ty-three members of the Pennsylvania state 
police to search every house in Trumbull 
county for the boy. hey are at work to- 
night. 


Cleveland Search in Vain. 

Frank H. Buhl, the milHonaire uncle of 
the missing boy, today returned from Cleve- 
land, where he had gone to investigate the 
report that the boy had been found and that 
his abductors had been captured. Mr: Buhl 
said his visit had been futile. Mr. Buhl said 
he had an idea the boy would be found near 
Youngstown, O. 

A long conference was held this afternoon 
in Mi. Whitla’s office, in which Philadelphia 
detectives and Martin Crain, chief of police 
of this city, participated. Shortly after the 
conference several officers left for parts un- 
known on a mission about which they would 


say nothing. 


The Whitla family and friends are secretive | 


in regard to all matters concerning the search 
for their son. They denied, however, several 
sensational rumors and said they had re- 
ceived no communication whatever from the 
men who had abducted their boy, and that 
they did not know where to reach them. 
According to Mr. Schilling, Mr. Whitla 7 
heard nothing from the advertisements h 
inserted in the various papers, as specified in 
the letter received from the kidnapers. 


Not Worried by Silence. 

The failure of the abductors to send any an- 
swer to the reply to their letter, he said, was 
not causing any additional worry on the 
seore of injury te the boy or of more ransom 
being demanded. Mr. Schilling said he be- 
lieved they would have made the ransom 
larger at the start if they had intended to ask 
for more than they did,

According to the story, a conductor 
of the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railroad noticed the boy and a man whose 
appearance tallies with that of the kidnaper 
get on the train at Warren, O. The boy sat 
several seats in front of u.e man, and when 
questioned as to where he was going, seemed 
afraid to answer and looked back at the 
man.

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WORRY POISONS ENTIRE BODY 


Woman’s Blood Made Deadly 
Fluid by Auto-Suggestion. 


DISEASE RAREST OF ALL. 


Nervous System Is Turned Into Toxin 
Producing. Plant. 


New York, March 20,—[Special.]—One of 
the most remarkable cases of that rarest of 
maladies, auto-toxic poigoning, is interest- 
ing the house staff and consulting physicians 
of the Fordham hospital in the person of 
Mrs. Ida Perasso, widow of a steamship 
captain who perished in a marine disaster 
on the Mediterranean two years ago. Mrs. 
Perasso, a slight, pale little woman, 31 years 
old, has two children, a boy, Lawrence, 7 
years old, and Florentina, 9 years old. The 
woman's condition is extremely critical. 

The strange feature of the case is that 
today was to have been the occasion of Mrs. 
Perazzo's second marriage, but apparently 
her unrest of mind was such that her hys- 
terical condition and overwrought nerves 
converted her blood into virulent poison by 
auto-suggestion. To such an advanced stage 
had her malady progressed that yesterday 
afternoon she was seized with conyulsions. 


Test Shows No Epilepsy. 

Tests for epilepsy, when applied at the 
Fordham hospital, failed to result in a con- 
firmation of the first diagnosis, and Dr. 
Reilly, the house surgeon, concluded from 
various marked symptoms that the woman 
had been poisoned. Inquiry into the history 
of her case speedily convinced Dr. Reilly 
and his staff that they had on their hands 
one of the first cases of auto-toxic poisoning 
ever recorded in New York. 

Investigation showed that Mrs, Peragzo 
came to this country from Italy three months 
ago. She was bowed down by incessant 
grieving over the tragic death of her hus- 
band, and in nightmares constantly saw him 
on the bridge of his sinking ship, the Re- 
gina, plying between Genoa and Marseilles. 

Almost nightly these visions had recurred, 
and from a cheerful, normal woman Mrs. 
Perazzo became a morbid, hysterical crea- 
ture—a prey to hallucinations and fantasies. 


Engaged to Candy Manufacturer. 

In this country she found a home with An- 
tonio Pattio and his wife, who live in the 
Bronx. At the home of the Pattios Mrs. 
Perazszo met Enrico Cassion, a candy manu- 
facturer. He fell in love with her and beggea 
her to marry him. After weeks of pleading

Points to Island Platforms. 
In commenting on the details of the trial 
subways the report goes into a description of 
track and station arrangement, showing its 
advantages. It continues: 
„It will be noted that by the use of the 
island train. platforms, located alternately 
between the two tracks for the use of the ele- 
vated lines, and between the two tracks for 
the use of the surface lines operating threugh 
the subways, maximum efficiency will be ob- 
tained at a minimum width of subway. The 
train platforms are 16 feet in width, and 
longer than necessary to accommodate two 
trains of nine cars (one train on each side). 
„ By designating the exact point of the 
train platform where trains or cars for cer- 
tain destinations will stop to load passengers 
for those destinations, the length of the sta- 
tion stop will be small, which will assist in 
approaching the maximum capacity or effi- 
ciency of the subway. 

„It will be noted, also, that passengers 
leaving trains on these different train plat- 
forms will have a sufficient number of stair- 
‘ ways to conveniently ascend to the train plat- 

form galleries (thus avoiding the platform 
crowd waiting to take trains), and from such 
galleries they may reach one of the vestibules 
at each end of the train platform, ascending 
from theré to the street surface by any of 
the four stairways. 


Consider Stairways Later. 

The exclusive use of half of the stairways 
at the end of the platforms for passengers 
leaving the train platform; and the use of 
the other half for passengers going to the 
train platform are details which can later 
| be given consideration, together with other 
matters of an operating or constructive na- 
ture. 

The wide vestibule, with two stairways 
at each end leading to the street surface, and 
with a spacious ticket, booth, cash fare 
booth, news stand, and telephone booths, 
will be an easy, roomy, and comfortable 
means for passengers to leave the street 
surface, pay their fares, and reach their 
trains. 

“The vestibule would be situated approx- 
imately in the middle of a block, making a

“The arrangement of electric splicing 
vaults is extremely elastic, as by carrying 
pipes and foreign conduits uninterrupted 
through the splicing vaults it will be possible 
to make additional vaults between any four 
columns when desired; or even in smaller 
subdivisions. Four vaults are shown here 
as an example; nine vaults could be con- 
structed without any difficulty. 

„A cable vault is provided at the entrance 
to the utility chamber, and pipes rrr enter 
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an example of one manner in which these 
utilities could be handled. 

It will be noted that on the drawing 
enough pipes and conduits are shown in the 
gallery to provide feeders and distribution 
mains. This would be the case in a street 
where all abutting buildings are of the mod- 
ern type with deep sub-basements. In this 
case the house connections of all kinds would 
be led directly into the subbasements 
through the subway walls. In the case of 
buildings with shallow basements (which are 
fast disappearing), the service pipes and lat- 
eral conduits of the, required size can be 
taken off the mains in the entrance chamber 
at each street intersection, and can be carried 
in the subsidewalk space for a distance of 
one-half block each way, thus avoiding serv- 
ice connections from the subway gallery to 
high level basements through the block.“

The cost of taking care of building foun- 
dations will depend on the method of pro- 
cedure in doing the work; it is believed, how- 
ever, that.a specification for doing the work 
may be drawn under which contractors wil] 
agree to execute the work at the prices above 
estimated and without extra charge for 
caring for building foundations. 

An estimate for caring for building foun- 
dations along the north-and-south line is 
$200,000 per mile under one form of specifi- 
cations.

Madison, Wis., March 20.—[Speclal.]I— The 
Wisconsin federation of women's clubs is 
planning to appeal to the Wisconsin dele- 
gation in congress, to the state legislature, 
and to influential women in Washington to 
defeat the proposed increase in tariff on 
stockings. Wisconsin women say stockings 


cost enough now and if the tariffis raised 


it will cause general hardship. 

The legislative committee of the state fed- 
eration of women’s clubs got busy today and 
decided to ask the state legislature to pass a 
resolution next week memorializing congress 
not to increase the tariff on stockings.

| BANK CLOSED BY AUTOMOBILE 


Troubles of E. W. Balgeman Grow 
with Bankruptcy Petition. 


POLITICS ALSO IS COSTLY. 


Liabilities of Crete Financier $20,000; 
No Assets Reported in Sight. 


The financial troubles of E. W. Balgeman, 
former banker of Crete, III., which followed 
the purchase of an automobile, were increased 
yesterday when he Was named in an Involun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy filed in the federal 
court in Chicago. Liabilities amounting to 
at least $20,000 are scheduled and it is said 
Balgeman has no assets. 

Balgeman’s bank, the State Bank of Crete, 
was placed in the hands of Receiver W. H. 
Rohe on Feb. 6, following an investigation 
by state bank examiners. 
to have disposed of all his property and his 
creditors, including the bank, have little 
hope of realizing on their claims. 


Politics Proves Costly. 

Balgeman’s troubles were aggravated by 
his attempts last fall to be elected to the 
legislature. He was a candidate on the Re- 
publican ticket and is said to have sperit 
several thousand dollars during his cam- 
paign. This gave rise to talk among the 
farmers who constituted a large miajority 
of the depositors of the Crete bank. And 
when difficulty was encountered in with- 
drawing deposits and cashing checks the 
talk increased. 

But in spite of his financial difficulties and 
the troubles the stockholders and depositors 
of his bank had with him, Balgeman is said 
to have purchased an automobile early in 
January, and this extravagance, in the eyes 
of the farmer-depositors, caused an appeal 
for an examination of the bank's affairs to 
be made to the state auditor and bank ex- 
aminer. 

Liabilities Amount to $20,000. 

Balgeman went to Crete from Chicago 
Heights three years ago and established the 
bank with a capital of $25,000. Later this 
was increased to $50,000. An examination 
of the bank’s books disclosed that there 
were deposits vf $11,000, and notes, doubt- 
ful, unsecured, or with inadequate security, 
amounting to $50,000. Balgeman’s own 
notes, overdrafts, and notes which he had 
indorsed amounted to nearly $20,000. 

Balgeman is said to have had several en- 
counters with stockholders and depositors 
in his bank, and in one instance it is al- 
leged he threatened a depositor with a re- 


volver.

VEXER OF FAMILIES CAUGHT. 


Writer of Upwards of 1,000 
Anonymous Letters Arrested. 


IS FORMER SCHOOL TEACHER 


Taft, Roosevelt, and Governors of 
States Receive Missives. 


Miss Nina A. Pattee, a half starved and 
versatile woman of 35, who is accused of 
having written upwards of 1,000 anonymous 
letters, some of which created discord in 
families, is under arrest at the Detention 
hospital and her mental condition will be ex- 
amined into by the court on Thursday. 

For years she had foiled the efforts of the 
police and federal authorities by the adop- 
tion of clever ruses. She changed her resi- 
dence frequently and used different aliases. 
Assistant United States Marshals Griffith 
and Davis found her at her rooming house, 
263 Ontario street. Friday night, and took 
her into custody on complaint of Chief Post- 
office Inspector James E. Stuart. 

When arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner Foote yesterday, after a night in 
the county jail, she tearfully admitted being 
thé ‘author of some 300 letters which the 
postoffice authorities confiscated, and waived 
a preliminary hearing with the plea that 
I must have been crazy. 

Some of the letters were harmless and in- 
dicated the thoughts of a religious fanatic. 
In others, of the most degraded type, she 
made blackmailing propositions. Oneortwo 
contained threats of murder unless her de- 
mands were complied with. 


Fires at Conspicuous Targets: 
The letters were addressed to Theodore 
Roosevelt, President Taft, former Vice Presi- 


Inspection of industrial and manufacturing

This new bill has been drafted b en rep- 
resenting both the empl0yers and the em- 
ployés, and they have had the assistance of 
men who are neither, but who are concerned 
with the welfare of the employé and who 
have made working conditions a study. 


Bill Compromise in Part. 

It is put forth as a compromise in a way, 
and some effort has been made to hold the 
employé as well as the employer responsible 
for the safety of employment. 

Some attention is given to women em- 
ployée, and it is made mandatory on em- 
ployers to furnish seats which their women 
employés may use when they are not so 
engaged as to make it impossible for them to 
sit down. 

The commiseioners in their report say they 
find the better class of employers ready and 
willing to join in an effort to better the con- 
ditions under which men and women earn 
their living in the factories, stores, and shops 
of the state, and they blame the state itself 
in a measure for not setting up a standard 
of employment long 2860. 

The commission which makes the report 
and submits the bill is composed of Edwin 
R. Wright, chairman; Samuel A. Harper, 
secretary; Charles Piez, E. E. Baker, P. A. 
Peterson, Henry B. Favill, Graham Taylor, 
Peter W. Collins, and William Rossell. They 
acknowledge assistance from Prof. Charles 
R. Henderson of the University of Chicago, 
Prof. John R. Commons of the University 
of Wisconsin, and Edgar T. Davies, state 
factory inspector. 

Women Aid in the Work. 

As a suppigmentary report the commis- 
sion also files a report from a comynittee 
of women from the Wo ' Trade Union 
league, consisting of Anna Nicholes, chair- 
man of the special committee on industrial 
measure; Mary Anderson, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the union, and Agnes 
Nestor, organizer. 

Some of the provisions which the women 
consider necessary for the betterment of 
conditions under which women work are 
touched on in the report and in the bill, but 
nothing is said of hours of employment, 
which the women emphasized. 

The commission in its report explains that 
visits had been made to various kinds of 
industrial establishments in Chicago and 
in smaller cities of the state and that the 
bill which had been drafted had been pre- 
pared with a view to meeting actual and 
not theoretical conditions, and is intended 
to protect the ordinary ‘workadey life of the 
great army of employ és.” 

“Tt is the opinion of the commission, the 
report says, that the provisions of the 
proposed bill are but little, if any, in ad- 
vance of the ideas and practices of the pro- 
gressive manufactuter of the state. Evi- 
dences of a desire on the part of the em- 
ployer to meet modern industrial conditions 
were apparent in many of the places visited 
by the commission, 4nd but little encourage- 
ment would, be needed to induce the better 
class of manufacturers to introduce and 
maintain thé reforms which are provided for 
by the proposed bill.

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LOWDEN IN RACE FOR TOGA? 


Congressman Is Expected to Open 
Quarters Tomorrow. 


PLEDGE SAID TO BE BARRIER 


Accep‘ed Report. 


} Congressman Frank O. Lowden is to make 
formal announcement of his candidacy for 
United States senator and will open head- 
quarters at Springfield tomorrow night, ac- 
cording to a rumor which gained ready 
credence in the political camps yesterday. 
Col. Lowden himself made light of the 
probability that he would enter openly into 
the senatorial game, but he was the only 
one to throw cold water on the rumor. 

All of the surface indications pointed 
strongly to the truth of the report, and the 
several score of Gown state Republicans who 
came to Chicago returned home at night with 
the understanding that the Lowden candidacy 


was a reality. 

The support of Albert J. Hopkins was not 
seriously disturbed by the Lowden talk. 
The main reliance of thé Hopkins peo- 
ple, upon which they base the unequivocal 
statement that Col. Lowden will make no 
overt attempts to win the toga, is an alleged 
agreement, signed, sealed, and delivered. 


Lowden Held by “Pledge’’? 

They say this agreement pledges Mr. Low- 
den in his capacity as Republican national 
committeeman from Illinois and as a con- 
gressman from a heavily Republican dis- 
trict, which was heavily favorable to Hop- 
kins in the August primary. to support Hop- 
kins just as long as he isa candidate. 

It may be stated with the complete author- 
ity of Mr. Hopkins and nearly every one of 
his leaders that he will continue to be a 
candidate until he is elected or the legislature 
adjourns sine die; and. moreover, that he 
has every reason to believe he will be elected. 

A statement was made late in the day 
by a down state-Heutenant of Lowden, who 
went through the 1904 gubernatorial dead- 
lock as a Lowden field marshal and voted 
his county for Lowden long after Gov. De- 
neen had been nominated. 

„Col. Lowden has been forced to the point 
where in justice to the friends which he 
has all over the state he must become a 
candidate for United States senate,” said 
this lieutenant. “ That demand has been 
made on. him.

RULES AGAINST MRS, YERKES 


Judge Cutting Declines to Oust 
Louis S. Owsley as Executor. 


SEES NO INTENTIONAL ERROR 


Appeal to the Cireuit Court Prayed For 
and Allowed. 


The petition of Mrs. Mary Adelaide Yerkes, 
whergin she sought to remove Louis S. Ows- 
ley as executor of the estate left by her hus- 
band, Charles T. Yerkes, was dismissed yes- 
terday by Judge Charles S. Cutting. 

Judge Cutting said he was convinced Mr. 
Owsley had acted for the best interests of 
the estate. The judge also said he was sur- 
prised the estate had any bonds left whatso- 
ever, because of the manner in which they 
were involved prior to the reorganization 
plan of the Chicago Consolidated Traction 
company. 

Mrs. Yerkes left the courtroom before the 
court's decision was given. 

Attorney Francis W. Walker of counsel for 
Mrs. Yerkes, prayed for an appeal to the Cir- 
cuit and the prayer was allowed. 

Judge Cutting’s Decision. 

In giving his decision Judge Cutting said: 

On the question of the deeds there is con- 
flicting evidence before the court concerning 
how they came into Mr. Owsley’s poseession. 
There is no dispute regarding what he did 
with them afterwards. Under the laws of 
Illinois the executor is sole custodian of all 
title papers left by the deceased. It can't 
be said it is maladministration for the ex- 
ecutor to find title papers and then place 
them on record and it appears that is all 
he did in this case. No fault, it seems to 
me, can be found with him for that. 

Regarding the matter of 6 per cent which 
Mr. Owsley said he wanted regarding certain 
matters which have been discussed here at 
length—it is not asserted that this was ever 
accomplished or that any steps were ever 
taken to collect ft. :

„On the question of the widow's award

All of the bille for food for prisoners re- 
ceived by Sheriff Strassheim during the first 
sixteen days of March were submitted yes-

When John Gardner Coolidge, the 
American minister, protested against this 
action, asserting it was;not a friendly step, 
he was informed that the government was 
gratified at the election of Mr. Taft, but it 
had information showing that opponents of 
Zelaya intended to turn the meeting into a 
revolutiéna:y movement, and that under the 
circumstances there remained nothing 
else to do than to stop it. There were several 
Americans mixed up in the affair and they 
have been in trouble ever since. 

Mr. Codlidge did not regard the excuse 
of the government as adequate. He felt his 
position no longer tenable and resigned. John 


H. Gregory Jr., secretary of the American 


legation, who acted as chargé d'affaires, la- 
bored under precisely the same e1r:barrass- 
ing conditions as Mr. Coolidge had done, and 
he finally was compelled to ask to be allowed 
to return home. 

Secretary Knox made an emphatic decla- 
ration to Nicaragua as to the purpose of the 
United States to secure a proper respect for 
its representatives and American interests. 

If by Monday he should fail to be ad- 
vised by Nicaragua of the complete accep- 
tance of the demands he has made, fur- 
ther drastic steps he contemplates will be 


taken. 


What Knox Will Demand. 

He proposes that the Emery case shall be 
arbitrated under a protocol which must be 
signed immediately by the Nicaraguan min- 
ister here. He proposes, also, to secure a 
distinct and definite assurance that the 
American -minister who will be sent to 
Managua shall he treated with the respect 
to which the dignity of his country and his 
office entitle him. 

There is no question that this policy will 

have immediate results not only in Nica- 
ragua but elsewhere: That President 
Zelaya will not be so foolish as to resist is the 
Arm belief of those who know him and his 
methods. Indeed, already an intimation has 
reached the state department that he is will- 
ing to make the concessions. 
But this is not enough. He must comply 
absolutely with the demands of Mr. Knox, or 
he: will be in water of a hotter temperature 
than that which is now bolling around him, 
He has no sympathy from Mexico, Guate- 
mala, Salvador, or Costa Rica, or from any 
of the South American republics. I have 
talked with a number of diplomats from 
Latin American republics. They feel that 
Zelaya is injuring them in the eyes of the 
Americah people by the course he is pur- 
suing. and they want him brought up with a 
round turn.

TARIFF DISCUSSED 
AT WHITE HOUSE. 


Taft, Knox, MacVeagh, and 
Aldrich in Conference on 
Revenue Bill. 


WEST WANTS FREE TEA. 


Coffee Also Should Come In 
Without Duty Is Cry _ 
Raised. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—[Special.]— 
Revenue possibilities of the pending tariff bill 
were discussed at the White house this after- 
noon in a conference by President Taft, Sec- 
‘retary of State Knox, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury MacVeagh, and Senator Aldrich, chair- 
man of the senate committee on finance. The 
discussion also concerned the maximum anc 
minimum feature of the tariff bill in an effort 
to determine what effect this provision is 
likely to have on the foreign trade of the 
United States and on the manufacturer and 
consumer in this country. ’ 

Secretary MacVeagh's presence at the con- 
ference was in connection with the question 
of revenue and Secretary Knox's with that 
of thé maximum and minimum feature. This 
importamt administrative provision of the 
proposed law already has provoked wide dis- 
cussion and the members of congress are 
divided in opinion as to its effect. 


Bill to Bring $300,000,000. 

It is believed by the leaders that the tariff 
bill, if enacted into law as it stands, would 
produce an annual revenue of approximately 
$800,000,000, but it is admitted that this esti- 

‘mate is conjectural. The question of revenue 
is complicated to some extent by the pro- 
vision for maximum and minimum rates. 

By way of illustration it is represented by 
somé authorities that while the Payne bill 
proposes to admit coffee free of duty if the 
measure becomes a law, this product may be 
taxed at the rate of 20 per cent ad valorem. 
This is made possible, it is said, by the max!- 
mum and minimum provision. The bill im- 
poses a specific duty of 8 cents a pound on 
tea coming from the countries that produce 
it and 9 cents a pound on tea that comes 
from countries that do not produce this ar- 
ticle of everyday necessity. 


West Wants No Tax on Coffee. 

Members from the west are opposed to a 
tax on the breakfast table. They say in- 
stead of taxing tea or coffee the internal rev- 
enue tax on beer should be increased from 51 
to &2 a barrel. 

Representative Tawney of Minnesota, one 
of the leaders of the house. deplores the out- 
cry against the Payne tariff bill. Mr. Tawney 
was a member of the ways and means com- 
mittee of 1897 when the Dingley law was 
passed. He ventured the prediction that the 
Payne bill, when its provisions are under- 
stood by the people, will be recognized as the 
fairest measure of its kind to all interests 
concerned that ever has been presented to 


congress.

Following the usual style for congressional! 
bills, the tariff measure which was formally 
reported to the house is printed in the form 
of a pamphlet which is seven and a half by 
eleven inches in size and, which under ordi- 
nary pressure is about three-eighths of an 
inch thick. This pamphlet contains a total of 
234 printed pages, which are filled up with a 
style of type a trifle larger than the average 
typewriter face. 


Everything Must Be Certain. 

In constructing a tariff bill nothing must 
be left to chance. As far as possible every 
known product of field, mine, or factory must 
be specified either by name or under some 
group which will render it impossible for an 
importer to question the decision of the cus- 
toms officer. 

The world has grown a good deal in the 
last ag centuries, and there is an immense 
variety of agricultural and manufactured 
products, which, when they reach our shores, 
must be subjected to a particular tax or else 
allowed to comeinfree. The relative amount 
of tax or a position on the free list is a mat- 
ter of absolute statute law which Is just as 
much subject to revision by the courts as if 
it dealt with the crime of murder or counter- 
feiting, and which accordingly must be 
just as distinctly stated. 

As a result of these peculiarities it is first 
necessary to define those articles on which it 
is proposed to levy a customs tax. This is 
done by dividing metal, the products of ag- 
riculture and the forest, and the manufac- 
tures into certain groups. These groups of 
closely related articles, forming the dutiable 
list of the tariff, require for their enumera- 
tion 142 pages, under schedules lettered from 
A to N. and running methodically from 


chemicals to sundries. 


Also Classified in Other Ways. 

Not only are these articles enumerated by 
name or by clearly defined description, but 
it is necessary further to divide them ac- 
cording to sizes, values, processes of manu- 
facture, or other elements. For this reason 
it requires no less than 471 numbered para- 
graphs to comprehend the dutilable list of 
the new tariff bill. 

Not only is each one of these paragraphs 
subject to discussion more or less at évery 
stage of the legislative progress of the bill. 
but each paragraph is susceptible to almost 
countless changes by fractional increases or 
decreases in the rates of duty. A change in 
one paragraph frequently necessitates cor- 
responding alterations in many other para- 
graphs, because of the complexities of manu- 
facture. 

It will be seen, therefore, that in the du- 
tiable list alone, with nearly 500 separate 
paragraphs. embracing many times that 
number of separate duties on different 
grades and sizes of the same articles, there 
is material to keep any congress busy, if it 
attends to its business carefully, for many 
a long legislative day and night.

Mrs. W. I. Thomas Declares Clubs 
Hampered by Viewpoint. 


— 


INFORMATION SECOND HAND. 


Grandmothers and Simgle Members 
Most Active Workers. 


“The difficulty with the women's clubs,” 
said Mrs. W. I. Thomas yesterday afternoon, 
is that the women have only what might be 
called ‘the private mind.’ That is, they 
have not mingled with the world, and their 
mentality is developed in the home. In con- 
sequence they contribute to the club only the 
mental results of the private mind.” 

She spoke before the College club in the 
Fine Arts building and in reply to a paper by 
Mrs. Caroline M. Hill, who did not admit 
that women’s clubs had any shortcomings 
at all. : 

“A few people, you will have to admit,” 
do all of the work of the 
Chicago Woman's club, which is the only or- 
ganization“to which I belong, and the others 
accept the information that is brought to 
them second hand. 


Argument Against Suffrage. , 
“There is a lack of participation here in 
the club, just as there is in real life, and the 
woman continues, even after she has gone 
out of her home and organized this club, to 
expand her mind with the private point of 
view. 

“This is the argument which men bring 
against suffrage. They say ‘ Women do not 
accept the responsibflities they might; then 
why give them more?’ Until women begin 
to bring something from the outside world 
into their club and into their homes, both of 
these will q@pntinue to be private or personal 
places. 


Impulse to Grow Lacking. 

„There is no impulse for expansion because 
women do not demand it—their point of view 
does not make it necessary.

Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion Uses an Ax on Rates 
from Here to Denver. 


LIABILITY PLEA GRANTED 


Lake and Rail. Carriers Ordered 
to Take Steps for Freight 
Owners’ Protection. 


Two decisions of thé interstate commerce 
‘ommigsion of great importance to Chicago 
shippers were received yesterday. In the 
first case freight rates from Chicago to 
Denver are reduced by amounts ranging 
from 25 to 6 cehts a hundred pounds on the 
different classes of freight. 

The’ commission aleo grants the application 
of the Chicago shippers in the lake and rail 
insurance case heard before Commissioner 
Prouty a few weeks ago. The lake and 
rail carriers we t of Buffalo are ordered to 
insure to the shippers liability for loss or 
damage to shipments equal to that which the 
shipper could obtain by marine insurance. 

The. rate reduction order is issued on the 
complaint of George J. Kindel of Denver 
against every important railroad operating 
between the seaboard and Utah common 
points north of the Ohio river. The commis- 
sion holds that the present adjustment of 
rates is discriminatory against Denver in 
favor of. Kansas City and other Missouri 
river crossings. It is also held that the class 
rates, on which the bulk of the traffic moves 
from -Chicdgo and from St. Louis to Denver 
are excessive and unreasonable. 


How Rates Will Be Changed. 
The present rates charged by the carriers 
from Chicago to Denver are as follows, in 
cents per hundred pounds:

The commission's ruling follows in part: 
“The first class rate from Chicago to the 
Missouri river is 80 cents, from the Missouri 
river to Denver it is $1.25, and from Chicago 
to Denver it is the sum of these two, or $2.05. 
As to Denver, therefore, the dealer in Kan- 
sas City can purchase at Chicago or other 
eastern points. ship to Kansas City, and re- 
ship to Denver at the same total rate that is 
charged the Denver dealer if he ships direct 
from Chicago or some other eastern point.“ 

The decision was received with great satis- 
faction by the shippers. The railroads, on 
the other hand, are greatly alarmed, saying 
that if the principle of lower through rates 
is to be continued there is no telling where 
it will stop. 


Lake and Rail Decision. 

In the lake and rail case Commissioner 
Prouty grants all of the requests made by 
the shippers for an amendment to the orig- 
mal order requiring protection equal to that 
provided by marine insurance on lake and 
rail shipments. 

In consideration of the payment of a 
higher rate the commission ordered the car- 
riers to incorporate such a provision in their 
tariffs. The complainants later filed a sup- 
plemental petition saying that the carriers 
had not fulfilled the spirit of the order and 
that the bill of: lading contained provisions 
less favorable than the tariffs called for. 

The amended order of the commission asks 
carriers to assume all liability equal to ma- 
rine insurance, that they shall be jointly and 
severally responsible for loss, instead af only 
jointly as before. Also that they shall be 
liable for protection at the docks for forty- 
eight hours.

TUCKER ANSWERS WIFE'S BILL 


Retired Army Officer Declares 
Charges Maliciously False. 


* 


Says He Refused to Enter Into an 
Agreement to Allow Her a Divoree. 


Col, William F. Tucker, retired, filed an 
answer yesterday denying the charges made 
in the bill for separate maintenance filed by 
Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Tucker, daughter of 
Gen. John A. Logan. 

He asserts that his wife has no right to 
maintain her action, and asks the court to 
dismiss the bill. He charges that she has 
been doing everything in her power to dis- 
grace him since May 31, 1907, when he re- 
fused to enter into an agreement with her 
by which she war to obtain a divorce. 

They were married Nov. 27, 1877, and Col. 
Tucker says his wife abandoned him long 
before April, 1907, and still refuses to live 
with him. He charges chat she is living 
apart from him without any fault upon his 
part/of her own free will and volition, and 
of her own fault. 

He charges that she has devoted her time 
and attention and has laid out large sums 
of money in the payment of attorneys’ fees, 
in an effort to have him dismissed in disgrace 
from the United States army, and has done 
everything within her power to curtail his 
income. If she had been successful in these 
efforts, be says, he would be possessed of 
no income whatever except from such real 
and personal estate as he is possessed of, 
whichis not sufficient for his own support. 


Says His Wife Is Wealthy. 


Col. Tucker says his wife possesses more 
than four times as much real estate and per- 
sonal estate as he owns and that the value 
of her real estate he believes to be upward of 
$100,000. He asserts also tat her annual in- 
come is four times the amount of all his in- 
come except his salary as a retired army 
@ificer and states that she is abundantly able 
to take care of and support herself and to 
empley counsel to prosecute her suit. 

He denies that since the date of the alleged 
cesertion and abandonment she has repeat- 
edly attempted to see him for*any purpose 
and says he is advised and beli¢ ves that both 
before and since the date of the: lleged deser- 
tion she has stated that she would not ever 
again live with him as his wife. 

He denies that he began the use of itntox- 
icating liquors in 1886 and has been addicted 
to the use of such liquorasince. He insists 
that he always has attended to his duties ex- 
cept at times when he has been Ill, and denies 
he ever lost time as a result of drunkenness.

Thinks Shooting of Husband 
by Detective Alexander 
Scott Unjustified, — 


IS LEFT WITHOUT FUNDS. 


Had Just Finished Paying for 
Furniture in Home That 
Meant Much to Couple. 


The sight of a woman's anguish over the 
body of her husband, killed through the mis- 
taken seal of a policeman who took snap 
judgment in identifying him on the street 
and shooting him Friday night, moved on- 
lookers to tears yesterday afternoon at the 
opening of the inquest over the body of 
Joseph Finn, 26 years old, 3416 Parnell ave- 
nee. Policeman Alexander Scott is being 
held for his death in a cell at the Twenty- 
second street police station. The widow, in 
a voice shaken by sobbing, told how her hus- 
band and kissed her and their baby by 
on the morning preceding the trag 2 
The inquest, which was held at the under- 
taking rooms at 423 East Twenty-sixth street, 
was continued by Deputy Coroner George 
Webster until next Wednesday morning, 
when it will be resumed at the undertaking 
roams at 370 Wabash avenue. In the mean- 
time Policeman Scott was escorted back to 
the police station by fellow officers and re- 
turned to a cell to await the action of the 
coroner's jury and the result of a separate 
investigation by Chief of Police Shippy. 


Inquest Scenes Unnerve Widow. 

It was with difficulty that Mrs. Finn was 
quieted enough to permit her to sign the for- 
mal statement of her testimony, which had 
been taken down by the coroner's clerk. 
“My God! Just let me see him! Just let 
me see him! she cried, referring to Scott. 
Somebody pointed out the policeman to her. 
Mrs. Finn drew back, pointed her finger ac- 
cusingly atithe policeman, and asked: 
„Are you the man who killed my hus- 
band?

Scott's eyes dropped and he nodded his head. 
A shame, a shame, to shoot him down,” 
cried the woman. He loved me and our 
baby so much, and you to shoot him down 
like a dog. O, it is ashame.” 


Enjoyed Cozy Little Home. 
Previous to the inquest, Mrs. Finn and her 
little son Arnold were found in the cozy little 
flat that had been occupied by the young 
people together. 
She said that she was without resources and 
did not know how to support herself and her 
ehild, 
I made the last payment on the furniture 
only last week, she stated. Joe was so 
anxious to have It paid for, but now it doesn't 
make any differefice to him. My husband 
must have been killed at the first shot and 
then the man who had shot him sent another 
shot into his body. It was like killing a dog. 
Joe and I were in the same class at the

School Committee Again Debates Phys- 
ical Culture Salaries. 


Fhe .old problem of brains versus brawn 
has cropped up in the Chicago public school 
system in a unique manner. The school 
management committee faces the alteraative 
of lowering the educational requirements 
for physical culture instructors in the gym- 
nasiums of the schools or raising salaries 
to a figure which is paid in other cities. 

The dearth of physica) instructors has been 
presented to the committee by Henry Suder, 
supervisor of physical culture in the Chi- 
cago schools. with the recommendation that 
the committee act immediately. The prob- 
lem brought up a lively discussion at the com- 
mittee meeting on Friday. 

“I think the only way out of the difficulty 
is to lower the requiréments for physical 
instructors,” said Otto C. Schneider, presi- 
dent of the board of education. Here we 
have a number of new schools being built 
and g¢ymnasiuins added to several of the old 
schools. We can't get enough physical cul- 
ture instructors for the gymnasium we have 
now, and what will we do when the new 
schools are opened?’ 

Well, either we must lower the require- 
ments—which I am against—or raise sal- 
aries,’’ said John J. Sonsteby. The instruc- 
tors in the New York schools get consider- 
ably larger salaries, and we can't get capable 
men for the salaries we are paying. The 
thing to do is to raise salaries.” ~ 

After more discussion a subcommittee was 
appointed to investigate the matter thor- 
oughly and to report the best way out of the 
difficulty.

WILD ALARMS STIR EUROPE. 


Strikes and Excited Talk Keeps Man 
Capitals Buzzing. | 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 
LONDON, March 20.—Sémething akin to 
a panic of pessimism has swept all Europe 
this week. St. Petersburg, Berlin, Vienna, 
and Belgrade have been convinced until 
today that war in its most threatening form 
was about to break loose. 
France has shared that apprehension, but 
in addition has been exasperated, almost 
paralyzed, by the greatest strike in the chief 
public services in all modern history. Eng- 
land is in the throes of the most acute naval 
scare in all the long series of her periodic 
alarms on this subject. It is a gloomy, un- 
grateful task to attempt to make a record 
of the universal croakings, which will, for 
the most part, disappear with the first few 
days of bright spring weather. 
The end of the war crisis seems to be in 
sight. Servia's intention to yield to the ad- 
vice of the powers and make a satisfactory 
reply on the receipt of the next Austro-Hun- 
garian note is now generally known, and 
with it will disappear all basis of the present 
quarrel. Every effort by Great Britain, 
France, Russia, and Italy latterly has been 
devoted to depriving Austria of every ex- 
cuse for aggression. It has been recognized 
on all sides that the war party of the dual 
monarchy has been devoting all its energies 
to provoking a conflict. | 


Aged Ruler Commands Peace. 

At the crucial moment it is now disclosed 
that the aged emperor declared himself in 
his own council chamber for peace and once 
more in his declining years Europe owes him 
a great debt of gratitude. The war party in 
his government may not acknowledge defeat 


doubtedly will continue, for these Servian 
complications are only one feature in the 
great game in which Germany is an import- 
ant factor as her ally. : 
It is important to reiterate that Germany 
cannot desire a general European war at 
present. She hopes Austria will gain every 
possible diplomatic advantage from the ex- 
isting situation and she already has gained 
much, the powers in their anxiety for peace 
having conceded practically everything Aus- 
tria has demanded in connection with her 
annexation of Bosnja-Herzogovina. 


Demands Approval of Acts. 
Austria insisted that if a conference were 
called it should do nothing but formally 
approve all that happened last October in 
the Balkans. A conference of mere registra- 
tion of course would be entirely to Austria’s 
advantage. Perhaps when the pressure of 
the Servian imbroglio is removed Russia and 
the western powers will try to secure a 
broader scope for the conference, but this is 
extremely doubtful. Those negotiations 
without the presence of Servian and Monte- 
negrian dangers can hardly provoke a con- 
flict even if greatly protracted, as likely will 
be the case under such circumstances.

WITH MRS. A. G. VANDERBILT.

BERLIN. March 20.—Interesting rumors 
are afloat in Berlin aristocratic quarters to 
the effect that Mrs. Elsie French Vander- 
bilt, divorced wife of Alfred G. Vanderbilt, 
who is spending the winter season here, is 
on the verge of plighting troth to a titled 
heir of the famous Anglo-Dutch-German 
house of Bentinck, a continental branch of 
the duke of Portland’s family. 

The hero of this alleged romance is heredi- 
tary Count William Frederick Chirres von 
Bentinck and Waldeck Limpurg. lieutenant 
of a crack guards corps at Potsdam and heir 
presumptive to power and estates. 

If the count marries Mrs. Vanderbilt he 
will be compelled to renounce his rights to 
the succession and the headship and proper- 
ties of his family as one of his uncles did be- 
fore him. His father’s brother. Count Henry 
von Bentinck, in 1864, wher he married an 
English woman, Miss Henriette MeKerrell, 
daughter of a well known Scotch family, re- 
signed his rights and titles. 

The titldof reigning count and his highness’ 
estates, which were conferred on the Ben- 
tinck family in 1732, would, in event of his 
marriage, descend to Count Wilhelm’s 
younger brother. 

As far as can be ascertained the rumors of 
Mrs. Vanderbilt's betrothal have their foun- 
dation in the fact that Count Bentinck has 
been paying her devoted attention during the 
last seven weeks, and she has favored him 
with her society to the exclusion of almost 
every other man. Although Mrs. Vanderbilt 
has been occupying her own apartments in 
the hotel, she has been the guest of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Reynolds Hitt of the American 
embassy, who invariably accompany her to 
the theater, opera, luncheons, dinners, and 
other round of amusements she has been en- 
joying in Berlin, but Count Bentinck seldom 
has deen missing from her side on these 
occasions.

Prof. Rowntree said it was probable that 
this form of growth was not of so malignant 
a nature as other kinds, and that therefore

Evidence shows, he said, that X rays have 
two separate and distinct actions upon ani- 
mal and vegetable cells. In relatively large 
doses they have a destructive or paralyzing 
action upon the cells’ activity, whereas in 
small and oft repeated doses they bring about 
exactly the opposite condition and stimulate 
the tissues abnormal activity and in-

CHIEFS OF STRIKE 
_IN PARIS DEFIANT. 


Answering Government’s Re- 
assuring Note, Leaders 
Still\Cry War. 


SIMYAN DUE FOR SKIDS. 


ine Threatened; Movement 
General in Cities. 


PARIS, March 20. —The government to- 
night issued a reassuring statement concern- 
ing the strike in which the situation was said 
to be notably improved, many of the strikers, 
especially the telephone girls, returning to 
work. The strike leaders, on the other hand, 
at various meetinge loudly proclaimed war; 
and there are disquieting rumors of railroad 
and other codperative strikes. 

The belief prevails that there will be im- 
portant developmems over Sunday through 
the elimination of M. Simyan, under secre- 
tary of posts and telegraphs, whose presence 
has been the chief obstacle to a settlement. 
It is openly intimated that the government, 
having secured the indorsement of the cham- 
ber of deputies, is not anxious longer to 
shoulder Simyan’s unpopularity. 

Probably a change will be made on Mon- 
day when, it is reported, the cabinet will do 
away with the position of under secretary 
of posts and create a postmaster generalship, 
to which an expeft will be appointed. 


Abuses Due to Politics. 
Disclosures in connection with the strike 
indicate that the abuses and favoritism 
charged have been due largely to the fact 
that politics has had much to do with the 
appointments in and the administration of 
the post and telegraph services. 
The leading agitators are talking as if the 
indorsement of the government's position 
might fan the flames of the movement into 
a veritable revolutionary explosion. The or- 
ganization for the protection of the rights 
of trades unionism has called meetings of 
every branch of industry and commerce, 
when it will be proposed to join them unless 
the government finds a quick solution. The 
organization voted $1,000 to aid the cause. 
Another serious indication is a small con- 
tribution from the Paris police. 
The government has formally notified the 
strikers that forty-eight hours of grace wlll be 
allowed them to return to work, after which 
their dismissal] will be irrevocable. Orders 
have been given that notices be posted 
throughout the country announcing the hold- 
ing of competitive examinations next week 
for the postal service. 


Paralysis of Business Worte. 
No attempt has been made fod restore the 
money order and the registered mail service 
in Paris. The paralysis of business is be- 
coming more serious with every hour. Every 
conceivable expedient is being used to main- 
tain communication. Special couriers are 
being sent in automobiles to the frontier, and 
bicyclists are being employed for the deliv- 
ery of messages throughout the city. The 
government has organized a special service 
to insure communication between London 
and King Edward, who is at Biarrits. 
The lack of food tn the capital, an outcome 
of the impossibility of forwarding payments, 
is making itself felt, and provision dealers 
declare that if there is no improvement the 
city in a few day probably will be con- 
fronted with famine conditions. The losses 
to business in Paris alone are variously esti- 
mated at from $600,000 to $1,200,000. Only 
a few wires connect Paris with Europe and 
the outside world. ay 
One thousand colonial infantrymen have 
been put to work sorting and delivering the 
accumulated mails. No newspapers have 
been delivered since last Tuesday. Hu- 
manite, the organ of M. Jaures, the Socialist 
leader, says today: 
“The proletariat can now estimate the 
tremendous power the possession of postal, 
telegraph, and telephone communication will 
give them when later, in the decisive hour, 
they enter upon the great battle for emanci- 
pation.”’ 


See End of Republic. 
The anti-republican organs profess to be- 
Heve that the beginning of the end of the 
republic is in sight. The government may 
win a semblance of victory, they say, but 
war with the proletariat has begun and it 
is bound to end in the bankruptcy of the 
present régime. 
The strike is now geenral at Lyons, Mar- 
seilles, St. Etienne, Bourges, Grenoble, Lille, 
Nancy, Rouen, Havre, Limoges, and the 
other principal cities of France.

NEW LAW HITS FINLAND JEWS 


Puts Them Entirely in Power of 
Local Police Officials. 


MUST WED BY CIVIL FORM. 


Can Live Only in Towns and Places 
Approved by Authorities. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
HELSINGFORS, March 20.—The text of 
a new law proposed by the Finnish senate 
for the better regulating of conditions of 
residence of the Jews of Finland will be 
published tomorrow. The rights of citizen- 
ship are thrown open to all Jews of legal 
age born in the grand duchy or resident there 
under the existing system for a éontinuous 
period of ten years. Citizenship alsois given 
all Jewesses marrying Finns. 

Each applicant on applying for citizenship 
must produce a certificate of good conduct 
from the local police authorities and proof of 
his ability to support his family. 


Must Live Where Designated. 

Other Jews cannot reside in Finland more 
than three mronths without application tothe 
governor, who is empowered to grant a stay 
of six months. After the expiration of this 
period the governor can issue annual per- 
mits. All permits, however, are dependent 
on good recommendation from the police 
authorities. Jews can live only in towns and 
places approved by the police. They still 
have the rights of trade accorded to other 
foreigners, 

Any Jew convicted of an indictable of- 
fense, immorality, or usury can be sen- 
tenced to imprisonment and will be lable 
to the loss of his citizenship and to be ex- 
pelled from the country. Their marriages, 
to be valid, must be celebrated according to 
the civil form. 


Will Make Conditions Worse. 


The senate has been occupied for twenty- 
two months preparing the new law, and 
probably it will take another twenty-two for 
the diet, which does not meet until June 1. 
to. accept it. The net result will be to put the 
Jews entirely in the power of the local po- 
lice officials, on whose reports the issue of 
passses depends at every turn. So far the 
newspapers have not commented on the law, 
but the opinion seems to be that it can only 
be worse than at the present. The Swedish 
party has no share in the intolerant feeling 
against the Jews. Leading members of it 
said today: 

“The Finns’ attitude toward the Jews 
surely Will estrange European-American 
sympathy at a time when Finland will want 
it for her struggle with Russia.” 

It is this Finnish question which nearly

January.

But Police Apparently Absolve 
Mafia and Black Hand.“ 


SEEKING TWO NOTED CROOKS 


Arrest Is Certain, but Conviction Is 
Auother Matter.

PALERMO, March 20.—The police, after 
waiting four days and arresting 100 persone 
connected with the Mafia or believed to be 
members of the Black Hand society in the 
hope of finding the murderers of Petrosino, 
seem to have reached the conclusion that 
neither the Mafia nor the Black Hand had 
anything to do with the crime. , 
It has been ascertained that on the day of 
the murder Petrosino went to Caltanisetta, 
evidently intending to spend some days 
searching the judicial records In archives 
there, as he carried a bag containing clothes 
He had an interview with the clerk In charge 
of the archives, who consented to let him 
look at records, but Petrosino sald he had 
to return to Palermo immediately and would 
return another day. 
Suspect a Decoy Telegram. 
The police evepect Petrosino’s sudden re- 
turn was due to a telegram sent to Caltani- 


back, and they are almost convinced a trap 
was set by this confidant into which Petro- 
sino fell. Two men belleved to be noted bad 
characters, recently returned from America, 
who took an active part in looting at Messina 
after the earthquake, were seen talking to 
this confidant the day of the murder. 

The police are now striving to arrest them. 
Their arrest is said to be certain, but even 
then their conviction is problematical, since, 
even admitting the murderers are unconnect- 
ed with the Mafia, once they are arrested the 
Mafia will exert itself to the utmost to se- 
cure their acquittal, and there is no place in 
the world where witnesses are so easily sub- 
orned as in Palermo. 

Keen as to His Real Mission. 

The Italian police seem keen to discover 
the real object of Petrosino’s mission. They 
not only keep the papers found in his pock- 
ets, but also all papers among his luggage. 
These papers have all been translated into 
Italian and are in possession of the police in- 
stead of the American consul.

Distinct Change in Street 
Life Scenes. 


BERNARD SHAW ON LABOR 


Airs His Opinions on Preju- 
dices’’ for the Benefit of 
Fabian Society. 


[By the chief Buropean correspondent of the Laffan 
News Bureau.) 
LONDON, March 10.—No more striking 
change has taken place in a country than 
the new aspect of street life in London 
which has come about in. the last few 
months. Not only are the horse , omni- 
buses disappearing, but that other distinc- 
tive London institution, the hansom cab, is 


doomed. 

More than 4,000 motor cabs have appeared 
in the streets within the last twelve or 
eighteen months, and their numbers are 
increasing at the rate of about 1,500 a year. 
No one will any longer take a hansom if a 
taxi is available and the owners and drivers 
of horse cabs are in utter despair. A hansom 
in good condition which cost $300 or $400 
will fetch now only $15 at a sale. Somewhat 
worn vehicles are a drug in the market at 
half that sum. 

Previously to two years ago cabmen paid 
the proprietors an average of $3.50 a day for 
the hire of a cab with one change of horses 
during the twelve hours. They were able to 
make average takings of about $5. leaving 
them about $1.50 profit. Now drivers refuse 
to pay $1.75 a day, for there is not a living 
in the job even at that figure. 

The cabbies ascribe the sudden slump in 
their industry as much to the great Rew sys- 
tem of underground tubes, where the num- 
ber of passengers has nearly doubled. The 
cabman finds his business gone for both long 
and short distance travel. 

The public almost unanimously take the 
tubes for distances above three miles, while 
for rides of a mile or a mile and a quarter 
a taxi is not only quicker and more comfort- 
able, but actually cheaper than a hansom. 
The minimum fare by a horse cb is 25 cents; 
the fare for a mile by taxi is 16 cents, with an 
addition of'4 centé for each quarter of a 
mile above that unit. 


Bernard Shaw on Prejudices. 
Ata meeting arranged by the Fabian society 
this week Bernard Shaw spoke on the ever 
recurring question of the unemployed in Eng- 
He said that no doubt a good many o 
those present were under the :mpression tha 
the unemployed owed their condition to de- 
fects in their own character, but that that 
was not the case he cou!d say from his own 
knowledge and experience. 

If any one employed two workmen and 
there came a time owing to a falling off in 
trade when one had tobe dismissed the man 
that went did not owe his dismissal to his 
defects of character, but to the fact that 
there was not sufficient work for him, for if 
the two men were brought up to the same 
high level of character one would still have 
to be discharged. 

The second prejudice that his hearers might 
have was the idea that a man should only be 
paid when he was actually working. When 
one of England's occasional scares was 
one he saw no evidence that the govern- 
ment went into the street to engage soldiers, 
Men were kept in training and ready to fight. 
Soldiers and sailors were paid while they 
were waiting and he thought the same prin- 
ciple should be recognized in the case of the 
industrial army. 

The third prejudice he wanted to clear 
away: was that when a man was out of em- 
ployment he did not cost anything. The 
employed man costs the English people noth- 
ing, but from the moment he was sent work- 
less into the street he began to cost them 
money, not perhaps as wage payers but as 
rate payers. 


Club for Red Haired Girls. 
Mme. de Perrot, a French lecturer, who has 
been telling her English audiences all about 
love as the French know it and the English 
don't, has succeeded in organizing a brand 
new social club in a city already well stocked 
-with social organizations. 

This club of Mme. de Perrot's is said to be 
the only one of its exact kind, for its members 
are to be exclusively red haired girls. Not 
artificially red haired girls, but the real, 
genuine born so species. It is te be called 
the Titian society and will have for its motto, 
“ Honi soit qui mal y pense.“ 

The object of our society, said Mme. de 
Perrot, is to provide amusement, social in- 
tercourse, and mutual respect. It is not a 
matrimonial society and any member who 
gets married will have to leave the club, be- 
cause she will have accomplished woman’s 
greatest ambition and will no longer need 
our help and sympathy.“ 

The subscription will be nominal and the 
only credentials required of the members will 
be red hair, good temper, and refinement. 
4 Mme. de Perrot has made a study of red 

haired women and is convinced that they are 
extraordinarily sensitive and are therefore 
of a higher artistic temperament than their 
less conspicvfous sisters.

“Is there an intelligence department at 
the admiralty?" asked Bondér Law in par- 
liament on Thursday with much the same 
scorn as was used in reference to the British 
military intelligence department after its in- 
capacity had been shown up during the early 
stages of the Boer war. Others go farther 
and lay the responsibility of the situation 
now developed before Sir John Fisher.

Fishér will stand 
or fall with the government, which, as one 
of its most friendly critics says. has been 
cutting down naval expenditure in order to 
find money for semi-socialistic experiments.” 

Several voices have been raised in protest 
against what John Dillon called the grave 
and ominous fashion in which the naval esti- 
mate pointed ely to Germany. One mem- 
ber flatly sald he did not believe Herr von 
Tirpfts's statement in the reichstag that Ger- 
many would have only thirteen Dread- 
noughts in the autumn of 1912 instead of 
seventeen in the spring of that year, as Me- 
Kenna pointed out. Such methods of lan- 
guage, as Dillon pointed out, heralds a storm 
of international relations. 

References to Germany in parltament have 
been inoffensive by comparison with some of 
those made ofitside the walls of St. Stephen’s. 
Two instances will suffice to show the temper 
of those extra-parliamentary aspersions on 
friendly powers. The London Times edi- 
torially declared that Germany's record 
showed she had risen by a succession of 
swift blows dealt her rivals whom she first 
lulled into a sense of security. 

To close the eyes of those whom she has 
marked out for attack,” sald thie journal, 
“has been the constant maxim of the real 
politik which the rulers-of Germany profess 
to admire.” Then there is Frederick Har- 
rison's letter, which is go important, in fact, 
so sensational a development. Mr. Harrison's 
influence over English life and thought is 
great and copies of his letter already have 
been circulated by the million throughout the 
country. 


Still Small Voice Unheard. 


Amid the clamor raised by the panic mon- 
gers the voices of those who protest that the 
situation is not so bad as it has been made out 
to be sound small and still. Even Lord Bras- 
sey, who gives facts and figures to show that 
„We're all right.“ has practically gone un- 


sey’s statement there are thousands who are 
talking of the letter in which Lord Rosebery 
said: 

As soon as the nation realizes the threats 
to its predominance it will vote all that is 
possible.“ 

Here Lord Rosebéry certainly touched thé 
pulse of the country. 

The government is fighting hard against 
the panic which it raised, but a tremendous 
effort is being made to force it to lay down 
at once the four extra Dreadnoughts whose 
construction Mr. McKenna wants made con- 
tingent upon German action. 

As already mentioned, the suggestion of a 
65.000, 000 loan for naval expansion has been 
made, and‘there is little doubt that the coun- 
try generally is in a mood to accept even an 
extreme measure of this kind. 
and his colleagues, however, are not likely 
to father such a scheme. England has gone 
through several scares in recent years, but it 
must be noted that the present excitement 
differs as much in kind and degree from its 
several predecessors as do cheese and chalk. 


Recent Panic Purely Local. 


The most recent of all, for instance—that 
which centered around An Englishman's 
Home.“ was local and-superficial. It was in 
a sense spurious. Thanks to the realistic 
play of certain energetic newspapers some 
few hundred thousand Londoners are made 
to believe it would look well in patriotic play 
at being soldiers. In the present instance 
the effect is much deeper. All England has 
been touched to the innermost fibers. Not 
only the London press, but papers throughout 
the country reflect one and the same opinion. 

“ The sense of the immense emergency with 
which we are confronted.“ says one of them, 
is so deep there is difficulty in giving full 
utterance to it. The strength of national 
character in a crisis always has been shown 
by instinctive restraint. A people which 
scorns to froth and concentrates every fae 
ulty in the hour of danger upon the thought 
and purpose seems for the moment as if it had 
ceased to feel, but well do those who under- 
stand England know that ominous mood. It 
means not passiveness, but passion. It is 
the hush before the storm, and the whole 
force imperils the spirit which sowed dead 
through years of the most pacific fanaticism 
and folly is coming back to us at last. The 
nation is more profoundly stirred than at 
any time in living memory.

Real Grand Opera Feast 
for Chicago This Season. 


By W. L. Hubbard. 


Chicago’s grand opera gorge is imminent. Three weeks from tomorrow night the 
Metropolitan Opera House company from New York will begin an engagement at the 
Auditorium, and for the succeeding fourteen days lovers of opera and worshipers of 
stars will find themselves obliged to devote every night and a goodly number of after- 
noons to the hearing of the seventeen performances to be given, 

That operatic indigestion is the almost unavoidable result of such forced feasting 
ig undeniable, but we still are the most backward of any of the large cities of the 
United States, our wealthy citizens who could give us opera easily if they considered 
# worth the supporting are wholly apathetic on the subject, and therefore it is fifty 
or fifty-one weeks of starve and one or two weeks of stuff so far as opera in Chicago 
ig concerned. 

The time may come when the value of opera as something a little more than a 
mere adjunct to afterdinner entertainment may be realized by the people who could 
make its establishment here possible. Should such a time ever arrive grand opera 
permanently established here throughout the season could result, for the public is 
more than ready for it. But society will not yet lend its aid. Until such a 
golden time is at hand we must needs be content with the crumbs and fragments 
from the New York banquet board. 


This season the crumbs and fragments promise to take on a little more of chunk- 


ness and wholeness than did those thrown to us in seasons recently past. The new 
management which assumed charge of the Metropolitan affairs last autumn seems to 
have had borne home to its consciousness the fact that the patience of Chicago is about 
exhausted, and that it would therefore be advisable to make the spring offering at 
the Auditorium more respectable and more artistically satisfying than it had been of 
late. Both Mr, Dippel and Mr. Gatti-Casazza appear to be desirous of winning 
Chicago's approval. 

The new managers, wishing to gain for themselves confidence and cash, obtained 
the cobperation of Mr. Neumann, and this experienced concert impresario has under- 
taken the management of the Chicago season. He has not been afraid to ask for 
two weeks instead of one, and indications are that the fortnight will be proportionately 
as successful financially as have been the single weeks in the past. Mr. Neumann 
announces that some $50,000 in advance orders already have been received by him, 
and this would indicate that Chicago is going to keep up its record of paying about 
$75,000: a week for grand opera entertainment—a sum which would give us opera for 
months if judiciously employed, but which we prefer to squander in an opera debauch 
of a fortnight duration. 

Mr. Neumann promises that the whole New York company will come here and 
that the entire mise en scene for all the operas also will be forwarded. There is 
good reason for crediting the sincerity of his statements, so far as his part in the 
undertaking is concerned, for his long career here has contained few instances of his 
having disappointed the public, and such instances were almost invariably the result 
of promise-breaking on the part of another manager or the artist engaged. Ie, it is 
confidently believed, will do everything in his power to give Chicago all he promises. 
Whether the Metropolitan directorate will be equally earnest remains to be seen, It 
is to be hoped such may be the case, but past experience warrants skepticism. . 

That all the singers who are still in New York at the close of the season and 
are needed for the performances here will be brought on is reasonably probable, and 
that certain of the newer productions will also be transferred to the Auditorium is 
quite likely, for Mr. Gatti-Casazza had laid great stress upon his mounting of Alda” 
and other works, and will want his scenic and sartorial surroundings for the per- 
formances here.

This opera, 
which is easily the most perfect creation of the great Italian composer, has been 
undeservedly neglected by the opera companies of the entire world, and yet a more 
captivating work does not exist. That the Metropolitan company will put it forward 
again is subject for sincere satisfaction. Mr. Toscanini will conduct, and the cast 
will include Mme. Destinn, Mme. Alda, Mme. Gay, and Mme. Ranzenberg as the 
Windsor women who cause the flirtatious’ Falstaff so much discomfiture; Scotti will 
be the Sir John, and Campanari, Grassi, Bada, Reiss, and Didur are the names of 
the other men in the cast. 

Thursday evening will bring forward Miss Farrar for the first time during the 
engagement, Mme.

The Curzon sisters, "thee daring American 
ecrobats who made such a hit in London 
and in the provinces some six months ago. 
have ‘returned to England from the conti- 
nent, and almost immediately will sail for 
the United States. You will remember that 
one of the sisters had an almost fatal accident 
st Manchester. During their sensational act 
they hang by their teeth over the auditorium. 
end in some way the younger of them lost 
her grip and fell to the seats below. She was 
leid up for some time and eventually went on 
to the continent, where she recov ered suffi- 
ciently to appear in Germany. An attempt 
was made by the authorities in Berlin to 
compel the theater to provide a net, but the 
matter was contested by the sisters and they 
won out. 

Some remarkabie figures, showing the suc- 
cess of playwrights in France, have just been 
published by the French Society of Authors. 
It is said that in the last twelve months no 
less than seven playwrights have earned 
over $20,000 each. eight over $10,000, twenty- 
seven between $5,000 and $10,000, twenty- 
eight between $2,500 and $5,000, and 430 
between $1,000 and $2,500. Playwriting is 
evidently a thriving occupation in France. 

Speaking of France, I learn that Mme. 
Catule Mendes is to succeed her famous 
husband, who recently died, as dramatic 
critic of Le Journal. The position of critic 
on a French paper is an eminently desirable 
pest. The articles are almost invariably 
signed, the occupant is generally a person 
of attainments in another field, and the post 
is the bést paid of any on the staff. The 
critic is expected to advertise his paper at 
the theater and to show off generally on first 
nights.

Strange as it may seem, theatrical crit- 
icism has little weight in France; the genera) 
public look upon the column as a source of 
amusement rather than of instruction. Many 
of the big corporations in Paris send one of 
their employees to the theaters to report per- 
sonally upon new plays for the benefit of 
their thousands of clerks and workmen. 

Although the employment of a woman as a 
critic on a leading Parisian paper is an inno- 
vation, Mme. ndes is no new hand at the 
business, for s has performed the same 
office for some years on a journal of lesser 
importance than Le Journal. 

At the same time that we are looking for- 
ward with delight to the production in the 
near future of The Devil at the Adelphi, 
that London is likely to see another 
It fs called “ The 
Lawyer,“ and is written with the same satir- 
ical touch that is the backbone of The 
Devil.” “The Lawyer is founded on an 
amusing if not impossible story. The lead- 


ing character hires a thief to commit bur- 
giaries, so that when the latter is caught, 
the lawyer, reinforced as he is with all the 
inside information, can defend him. The 
climax is reached when the thief burglarizes 
the home of the lawyer:

Found in Chicago Theaters. 


Opinion prevails that the theatrical busi- 
ness is one in which there is much changing 
of employés and much shifting about, but 
at one theater, at least, in Chicago, the 
employés have remained year in and year 
out through many changing seasons. At the 
Olympic Music hall, which was once known 
as Kingsbury's Music hall, in the old day, 
and upon which stage the Theodore Thomas 
orchestra was first introduced to the Chicago 
public, there are several men at work who 
have been around that playhouse for overa 
quarter of a century. — 

Fred Ashbach; the musical director. has 
been employed at the Olympic for thirty 
years, and his father was employed in that 
house in the same capacity before him, so 
there has been an Ashbach directing the 


music there for at least forty years through 


all the changing of managements and of 
styles for entertainment offered there. Louis 
Benz. stage manager for the same house. 
has been employed there for twenty-six 
years, and Abe Jacobs, who is now the stage 
manager at the Majestic theater, was with 
the Olympic for twenty years, and went to 
the Majestic when it was opened several 
years ago. 

E. C. Haymen, one of the booking agents 
at the Majestic theater. began his theatrical 
career as office boy for George Castle, and 
has. worked himself up to his present po- 
sition.

Frank Rivers, now the auditor for the Kohi 
and Castle circuits, also began as an office 
boy. He was for a time manager of the 
Chicago opera house. Fred Ackerman, who 
has been made manager of the Olympic 
Music hall, vice J. J. Murdock, who has re- 
tired, was formerly treasurer, and has been 
son the payroll] for nearly a dozen years, and 
is now accounted a veteran employé.

Mr. McArty was at the Garrick for 
fourteen years, and Thomas Cleland, the 
electrician, has been there for a dozen years. 
Cheney Parker, the well known stage door 
man at the same playhouse, was formerly 
at the Olympic. where he worked for ten 
years. He has been employed in all of the 
old houses in Chicago, and was once at the 
old Haverley, when it occupied the site where 
the First Nationalbank now stands. 

Asher Levy, treasurer of the Garrick . 
ter, has been in the employ of the Megsrs. 
Shubert ever since they started in business, 
and has been at the Garrick theater for sev- 
eral years.

Preaching | in Drama 


Must Be Incidental. 
By Olga Nethersole. 


There ts nothing new about the use of the 
drama as a medium through which a eee | 
may be preached and the necessities for it 
illustrated. Already the socialist propa- 
ganda has received dramatic support 1 
encountered dramatic hostility. The drama 
has been used to illustrate that the lack of 
railroad safety devices causes accidents and 
that panics are due to capitalistic overpro- 
duction, and that lack of car fenders is a 
menace to urban children. The moral is plain 
that if the makers of these plays are not good 
dramatists they at least are good socialists. 

The effort, however, shows the suscepti- 
bility and elasticity of the dr tic scheme. 
It may be used for any purpose, laudable or 
otherwise, provided certain fundamental 
rules are not too harshly treated. The suc- 
cess of the play is, however, quite a different 
matter. The patronizing public has certain 
notions of dramatic import which on exami- 
nation are always found to harmonize with 
human impulses, such as love for good, a 
wish for the success of the hero and the de- 
teat ot the villain, sympathy for hard pressed 
lovers and appretiation of conflict. So se- 
curely imbedded in the rules of construction 
are these essentials that the drama can 
preach reform only incidentally. 

_ 

In the play I am presenting this season 
much is heard of the indelectable conduct of 
the Trinity corporation, whichis the business 
end of that famous Trinity church which 
Stands at the head of Wall street in New 
York. Te corporation is known as a large 
owner ot the worst class of tenements and 
many believe it to have grown rich out of the 
sufferings of the poor. 

The drama, The Writing on the Wall.“ 
leads one to believe that the other owners of 
tenements merely followed Trinity. But the 
author treats the presumed serious purpose 
as an incident. His thesis is as complete, I 
believe, as if it were based on the purest fic- 
tion and the main incident a figment of the 
imagination. 

I believe the stage is intended for something 
better than the mere amusement of the 
theatergoer, and I believe the stage is now 
coming into its own. During recent years we 
have had The Lion and the Mouse,” The 
Man of the Hour,“ and Eugene Walters’ 
Paid in Full“ and “ The Easiest Way. All 
of these plays are not along parallel lines, but 
they all teach a lesson, and are far above the 
class of plays that would have been accepted 
a few years ago.

Truth Only Criterion 
To Judge Play's Morals. 


The fate of the immoral! Play and the ques- 
tion of what is an immoral play have been 
passed upon by David Belasco. who con- 
siders the agitation upon this subject an 
artificial one. This manager takes it for 
granted that the public is tired orf ‘wishy- 
Wwashy plays and that consequently pro- 
ducers will fall back more or less on morals 
and oftentimes on immorals to get something 
in which they are interested. 

“A play is not immoral if it Is thetruth. and 
the truth never hurt anybody.“ declares this 
manager. It is all wrong to make a divid- 
ing line between plays to be presented to ex- 
perienced and inexperienced people. The 
girls who are most likely to go wrong are 
those who come from a convent or a board- 
ing school into life, without knowledge of its 
dangers. If people can get harm froma play 


in themselves. 

IT have watched the girls in my profession 
closely. For every six who are tempted by 
the automobiles, flowers, and suppers show- 
ered upon them by a certain class of men 
there are another six who are content with 
a glass of milk and a crust in a hall bedroom 
and refuse to be misled. There's something 
inside of them which prevents it. That's an 
the difference, 

Im proud that I produced The Easiest 
Way.’ It is the truth and it should set a 
standard for my rivals in truth and closeness 
to nature. There is not a kiss or an embrace 
in it and absolutely nothing salacious.”’ 

Not only the truth, but the current truth 
is the idea of Mr. Belasco, and he plans to 
put into plays the truth as he sees it—of re- 
cent events in San Francisco. He has stud- 
ied the Japanese question as the material 
and the first one is to deal with the fate of an 
American girl married to a Japanese who 
returns home and marries one of his fellow 
eountrywomen. In this the truth will be 
presented with the esthetic help of a beduti- 
ful Japanese effect in a sort of inverted 

‘Madame Butterfly.’ But this producer 
has more plays which he outlines in the 
rough possibly as a quick hint to some play- 
wright who can assimilate his idea. 

„ studied the whole Japanese matter,” 
he says. and the whole source of it is in 
the school question. The Californians are 
not afraid of belng ousted by the Japanese 
laborer, but their blood boils at the thought 
ot the Japanese man being accorded the 
right to sit beside a little American girl at 
school. This is the crux of the whole matter. 
She may come home any day and begin to 
quote the opinions of the mature Jap who sat 
next to her and made upto her. Some day 
an insult will be offered to an American girl 
and then the spirit of forty-nine will rise and 
there will be a lynching. This is the crux 
of the whole matter.’

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World's Most EAG Girl 


The most engaged girl in the world, the 
most courted girl in the world, and the most 
reported girl in the world, has ended the 
most remarkable siege in the world by her 
marriage to Russell. Griswold Colt. 

It was the siegé of the heart of a charming 
actress, and it began back in 1890 when 
the engagement of Ethel Barrymore to 
Mr. Laurence Irving was reported in Lon- 
don. it was during the time that she served 
an apprenticeship in Sir Henry Irving's com- 
pany. But ten days afterward the engage- 
ment was denied. 

Next came the report that the niece of 
the Drews was about to capitulate to Charles 
D. Wetmore, a wealthy society man and 
architect in New York. The two sailed for 
Europe on the same boat in the spring of 
1900. and it was said at the time that Mr. 
Wetmore traveled so that he might woo 
Miss. Barrymore. It was declared to be a 
follow up policy of attack begun by a pro- 
posal at a house party at Roslyn. L. I. But 
Ethel left the boat heart whole to all in- 
tents and purposes. At least she did not 
capitulate. 

From then until 1903 there were rumors 
of lords and dukes and millionaires who 
took turn in the siege of Ethel's heart. Fred- 
erick Gebhardt, the duke of Manchester. 
Sir Robert Peel, who saw her at a garden 
party given by the duchess of Devonshire, 
and Charles Belmont Davis, the brother 
of Richard Harding Davis, all of these skir- 
mished. And there was one dark Prince 
Ranjitsinhje, an Indian nobleman, who 
tried to give her priceless jewels in London. 
But the next to make an attack worth men- 
tioning was E. Clarence Jones, a wealthy 
New York banker. 


— 

The latter's first sortie (and his last) was 
made with a dinner at the Hotel Carleton in 
London. It was the most elaborate and 
most expensive of the season. Covers were 
laid for twelve and the cost was $1,500. The 
flowers were hundreds of perfect American 
beauty roses. Hanfmered gold chains were 
given as favors to the men and hand painted 
fans to the women 

Following thig there was a new engage- 
ment rumor for the talented and much be- 
trothed actress by this ostentation. But it 
was fleeting. 

In 1904 the London theatrical season found 
Miss Bararymore announced on the bill at 
Wyndham’'s theater playing the name part 
in Cynthia" opposite Gerald Du Maurier. 
Cynthia was not a good play and ran 
only about three months, but it served to 
bring about an engagement, or at least the 
announcement of an engagement with Mr. 
Du Maurier,’ which lasted abeut an equal 


time. 


Then Miss Barrymore took her heart back 
to New York with her, and while she was 
playing New York performances she at- 
Mr. 
Goelet tried what was believed to be unmis- 
takably a skirmish for Ethel’s much be- 
sieged heart, beginning it with many attend- 
ances upon the theater and firing his last 
and heaviest guns by a tour upon which he 
took the actress and her friends in automo- 
biles. This, too, was unsuccessful. although 
it was diligently reported that Miss Barry- 
more was engaged to the $35,000,000 million- 
aire. 


— 

In July, 1905. came the definite announce- 
ment of an engagement to Capt. Harry Gra- 
ham. late of the Scots guards of the British 
army and former secretary to Lord Rose- 
bery. Miss Barrymore met him while she 
was playing in London and the ammunition 
with which this Englishman came near 
breaking down the line of Ethel's reserves 
was poetry. He wrote verse and on the 
title page of one of his books he inscribed a 
rhyming dedication to Miss Barrymore 
which ended: 

“From what more happiness ensues 
Than work in service such as yours.”’ 

Here, was everything—poetry, admiration 
of her work, and in addition a young, Fal- 
lant, handsonie, and gifted soldier who, 


‘when the actress first saw him. shone in all 


the glory of the uniform of a captain in one 
of the queen's crack regiments. It was the 
heaviest artillery that had been: fired at 
Ethel's heart, and it was successful for a 
time at least. She admitted the engagement 
when she got home from Europe in July, but 
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the next June it was all off. Capt. Graham 
covered his retreat with another book ot 
poetry, this time filled with burning words 
of hate. 

Then Ethel took up a new stand and began 
practice shooting inside her own defenses. 
Never, never, will I marry the son of a 
millionaire,"’ she/ said. The millionaire 
would be bad enough, but the son of one— 
jamais! He hasn't any purpose in his ex- 
istence. He never enters the world of af- 
fairs, the political arena, or that of ecience 
or art ora career of any kind. All the rich 
young male American cares for is to lie 
‘around in a luxurious club, talk polo or golf, 
and bask in the glory of his father’s dol- 
lars.

If this was not what the much courted 
Ethel said it was at least what the much 
reported Ethel was reported to have said. 
Whatever her words were she seemed 
securely intrenched behind them from all 
further matrimonial attacks. But, as usual, 
this fusillade of defiance was the last, be- 
cause it was the loudest. I'm fond of 
American men,’ said Ethel, sending out a 
white flag of true. ‘But I will marry a 
business man 
it was then that Russell Griswold Colt 
came upon the scene. He has the golf and 
athletic tendencies that Ethel has particu- 
larly declared against He is 26 and the son 
of a millionaire. He had the backing of his 
father to the tune of a good sized check for 
a wedding present. But to offset -these 
weaknesses he is the friend of Jack Barry- 
more, and he bas always kept away from 
yachts and girls and other favorite pastimes 
of the sors of the rich: And his father was 
a. friend of Ethel’s father. Maurice Barry- 
more. and he has never cut much of ¢ figure 
in society—all of which are offsets for his 
other failings if the much reported Ethel has 
been reported correctly.

Othello the 


Othello is the most difficult, the most pro- 
found, and the most magnificent character 
in the world’s drama. To prove that my 
opinion is accurate, I have only to refer to 
the fact that there have been so few adequate 
Othellos in the history of the nineteenth 
century theater. 

There have been charming Romeos prill- 
lant Iagos, irresistible Surfaces, and sonor- 
ous Anthonys, but where are the Moors of 
Venice? Edwin Booth essayed the role, but 
he was vastly more artistic as Iago. John 
McCullough’s ripened, unchallenged art 
failed to fulfill every detail of Othello, The 
last great Othello was Gustavus Adolphus 
Brooke. .whose performance I shall never 
forget. 

Othello demands every attribute of the- 
atric art. Othello, during the tragedy, runs 
the gamut of emotions—not the emotions of 
the average normal man but those an exotic 
and foreign temperament is necessary to por- 
tray. Othello is not anuppealing figure to an 
audience. He is a black man who married a 
Caucasian and therein there is the necessity 
of luminating the Moor with a romantic glow. 

The jealousy of Othello must be depicted 
with so much vigor and sincerity that his ulti- 
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mate murder of Desdemona is justifiable. 
When the pall of jealousy hovers oyer Othello 
it is his time to win: or lose, because the 
spectators are unwiling to see the fragile and 
innocent heroine gmothered beneath her 
pillow. ' 

Frequently the star artist will choose to 
play Iago, which,. of course, is following the 
line of least resistance. Tago is compara- 
tively simple beside Othello. Iagois known in 
the vernacular as a sbhowy part. lago 
is so clearly defined in his villainy that he 
can be made deliciously villainous; and, next 
to the good man, an audience adores a con- 
summate sinner. It is striking the middle 
note which taxes the power of the actor. 

I believe that Othello is one of the great 
tragedies of the world. I believe that jeal- 
ousy is one of the vital and dramatic emo- 
tions. and I believe that a play rests on the 
surer foundation. with jealousy as the mo- 
tive, than the less complicated themes of am- 
bition. money hunger, and patriotism. Any 
actor who can render acceptibly the speech 
„most potent. grave. and reverend sreigneurs” 
is a fine artist. and

‘The slight imbibing which 
the pretty wife is seen to do in the restau- 
rant scene, and which ftirnishes the cause 
for her gayety behind the screen and her 
trouble with her rakish bonnet, they thought 
was the real thing. Mrs. Fiske played the 
scene more broadly than did Grace George, 
as I remember it, and so did Rejane. Almée, 
who was one of the first Cypriennes seen in 
this country, certainly did not neglect the 
drinking. :

Drama Arouses New

The interest the public takes in wireless 
telegraphy is indicated by the curious crowds 
that gather around the apparatus installed 
in front of the Chicago opera house as an 
advertisement for the melodrama presented 
indoors. 

The pedigree of wireless telegraphy is by 
no meane brief. Sir Oliver Lodge writes 
that it is customary with the general public 
to assume that a great invention eprang 
complete from one individual.

In wireless telegraphy, for example, as is 
So often true in any branch of physics, pure 
or applied, we find the name of Lord Kelvin, 
who in 1858 gave the theory of electric os- 
cillation. In 1865.Maxweil propounded the 
theory of electric waves, and in 1888 Hertz 
practically) discovered them. Sir Oliver was 
looking for the waves at the same time, and 
was successful in finding them running along 
wiree in the same year that Hertz discovered 
them going through space. 

In 1880 he was able to develop the receiving 
arrangements for the detection of these waves 
by means of the prisciple of what he decided 
to call syntony.

Knows No More of Own 
Plans than Fans. 


— — 


Being Better Fighter than 
Jack Johnson. 


BY JAMES J. CORBETT. 
What chance would Johnson have with 
Jeft if the twoshould meet, and is Jack John- 
son as great a fighter as Peter Jackson was 
in his best days? Since Johnson's arrital in 
this country I have had these questions put 
to ine s ooften that I arr going to give my 
views of them to the public through Tug 
TRIBUNE columns 
To start with, f Jeff was as good as he was 
when he fought me the second time he would 
certainly beat Johnson. But Jeff isn’t. and 
he knows it better than the gublic does. I 
met him on the coast during my theatrical 
tour and I got in pretty close touch with him. 
He said then, as he says now, that he will 
fight Johnson if he can get into condition. 
but that he does not really know himself isa 
fact. Often I have heard fans say that Jeff 
knows but he doesn't want to say what his 
plans are. This is not so. The poorest fight 
fan knows about as much about what Jeff 
is going to do as the big fellow knows him- 
self. In view of this condition Johnson 
right now must be given credit for being at 
least good enough for the world’s champion- 
ship class. 
Times Change for Johnson. 


Johnson until he whipped Tommy Burns 
was like a ship tossed at sea. tie belonged 
no place and little attention was paid to 
him. To have classed him then with Jeff 
would have been an indication of mental 
trouble. 

But now that he has whipped Burne and 
none of the other active white heavyweights 
look to be in his class his right to be classed 
with Jeff should not be questioned. Johnson 
is 500 per cent better than Jack Munroe, 
yet the public fell for the Butte miner. And 
when Munroe fought Jeff the big fellow was 
at his best. Now the conditions are different. 
Had Johnson been Jeff's opponent the night 
he fought Munroe, Jeff would have had to 
put up a much stiffer battle and since then 
every fight fan knows that Jeff has gone 
back a lot. ; 

But after all is said and done it will be im- 
possible to give anything like a good line on 
Jeff until we know what kind of condition 
he will be able to get into. 


Negro Thinks He Is Master. 


As to whether Johnson will fight Jeff or 
not there is no question in my mind. I be- 
lieve that Johnson feels as confident as any 
“man ever did that he is Jeff's master. For 
several years his friends nave been filling his 
head with the rot that Jeff was afraid of him. 
And Johnson is no different from any of 
his race. They are a self-admiring people 
and when an ignorant colored man or a fair- 
ly well educated person such as Johnson js 
once gets the hunch that he is the master of 
an enemy it means annihilation on one side 
or the other. ee 

I do not believe Johnson expected Jeff to 
accept a proposition from him on any near 
date. The offer to meet the big bollermaker 
in a battle in New York or an unlimited 
affair on the coast was simply a piece of 
advertising. Johnson realizes that if he 
wishes to be received in America as a cham- 
pion he will have to declare himself above 
everything else to be willing to meet any 
one. 

Jett could not accept terms for a year at 
least. And Johnson Knows it. But in 
America Johnson realizes that it is a lot 
different than in a foreign country. He has 
to keep his press agent busy to remain inthe 
public eye. No better dope could be sent out 
by him than that he was willing to meet Jeff 
at any time, especially before he goes to 
Europe for an extended foreign engagement. 


Johnson Compared with Jackson. 
With the question settled that Johnson is 
willing to meet Jeffries I will now compare 
him as a fighter to Peter Jackson. 
I always have thought of Peter Jackson as 
one of the world’s greatest fighters. He had 
all the attributes of a pugilist from footwork 
to judgment of distance anda punch in cither 

and. | 
* He contrasted with Johnson in the point of 
cleverness. Peter Jackson was a machine in 
the ring in many respects. Such cannot be 
said of Johnson. The latter, however, pos- 
sesses a way of handling himself that is al- 
most as effective as ext-omie cleverness. He 
is awkward in many.of his movements, but it 
is his awkwardness that fools his opponent. 
Jackson had a much better left hand than 
Johnson, and he used it to great advantage. 
Iu never forget how hard I found it to stay 
away from. He played for my jaw continu- 
ally, but never landed hard enough to jolt 
me. But he landed oftener in the sixty-one 
rounds that I fought him than any two other 
fighters I ever met. 

Peter the Best Hitter. 

The fans who saw my big fights know well 
how easy it was for me to stay away froma 
yard wallop coming towards the jaw. Well, 
Jackson came pretty close to spoiling my 
secori at the start. And it was his jeft hand. 
So in both the art of punching and the power 
behind the wallop Jackson had it on Johnson. 
Despite all the reports about Johnson's 
swelled head Jackson probably had it on him, 
Jackson always said that John L. Sullivan 
hid behind the color line. 
In the judgment of distance Jackson also 
was the superior of Johnson, but in bincking 
Johnson probably equaled Jackson. No bet- 
ter fight could be wished for than a battle 
between two men of the caliber of Johnson 
and Jackson. The latter probably would be 
a big margin to the good at the finirh, but 
there would be some ring pyrotechnics dis- 
played before the count was given. 
Jackson would have been the winner. 


Ferguson Not Considered. 


I see the New England fight promoters are 
talking of Sandy Ferguson as an opponent 
Sandy’s victory over Kubiak 
was responsible for the sudden boosting of 
his stock. Ferguson isn’t and never was a 
first class fighter. Of course he whipped 
Kubiak, for the latter could hardly be classed 
as a good man at all. He is a big tough fel- 
low, but a fighter in the crude only. 

Johnson would put it all over Sandy if 
they met, but there seems to be little chance 
of that. Johnson realizes that Jeffries is 
the only man that stands any show of win- 
ning over the public, and until the big boiler- 
maker is ready to do battle or declares that 
he will continue in retirement there will be | 
little chance to get Johnson in the ring. 
Sam Langford, who was reported as the 
next opponent of Johnson, is out of the run- 
ning altogether, Sam hag given big Jack 
some interesting arguments in the;past, and 
is entirely too dangerous for a champion to, 
fool with. Billy Delaney will not let Kauf- 
mann enter the ring with Johnson on account 
of the color line, and it is fortunate for Al 
that there is such a thing as a color line. 
Under these conditions the ring followers 
may rest assured that Johnson will not be 
‘seen in the ring until Jeff is ready to declare 
himself unless a bait is hung up larger than 
any yet dangied in front of his nose.

ticipate in the first intercollegiate compe- 
tition of the season at Philadelphia. All 


tne meetings with the western colleges have 


been set for Saturdays in May. On May 8 
Capt. Lingle will take his runners and jump- 
ers to Madison to meet the Badgers. On 
May 15 the, Illini win be seen on Marshall 
field, and on the 224 Coach Wilson of Purdue 
will invade the Midway camp with his squad 
of Boilermakers. June 6 is the date set for 
the conference meet on Marshall Field. 


Look for Winning Team. 

Much enthusiasm is being expressed among 
the students over the prospect of developing 
a winning relay quartet for the Quaker 
games. In years past the Maroon runners 
have been eminently successful whenever 
they appeared against the eastern cracks and 
the Midway enthusiasts declare the quality 
of the material at the university was never 
better. Davenport, the star freshman 440 
man, Capt. Lingle, Comstock, Timblin, Me- 
naul, Stophlet, Shuart, and Baird are all first 
class distance runners, And it is believed an 
unbeatable squad could be picked from these 
candidates. 

At present there is auch doubt in Director 
Stagg’s mind as to whether he should send 
a mile relay team, in which each man would 
run 440 yards, or a four mile team in which 
each runner would have to cover a mile. 
Stophiet, Comstock, and Baird are better at 
the longer distance, and their records made 
during the winter meets classify them as first 
raters. For a fourth man Lingle or Timblin 
would probably be selected but the mile re- 
quires an altogether different pace from that 
to which the latter two are accustomed. and 
it is a question whether they could stand the 
longer grind. . 

Good Combination in Mile. 

On the other hand, a classy combination 
is possible for the mile event, but here again 
at least one athlete would have to be used 
| who would be unfamiliar with the distance. 
Davenport, Lingle, and Menaul are the three 
best 440 men and they could be counted on 
to hold their own in any company, according 
to the rooters. For a fourth man Comstock 
and Timblin would be the eligibles, but 
neither one is a quarter miler. Comstock 
prefers the mile, while Timblin has always 
competed in the half mile. 

It is probable that Stagg will follow out his 
custom of taking athletes to compete in sev- 
eral of the individual events. Although the 
trials are a long way off, it is almost cer- 
tain that Jacobs and Schommer will go east 
to take part in the pole vault and high jump. 
Schommer has finished his term of athletic 
competition as far as the western conference 
is concerned, although, according to the rules 
of the Pennsylvania games, he will be per- 
mitted to enter that event.

Nearly every member of the sporting fra- 
ternity will remember the old fiying wedge 
in football—how the line men would form 
a V shaped mass and hur! against one man 
until he practically was useless. Well, that 
is exactly what Attel did to Pierce. He sent 
four wallops to the promising youngster’s 
jaw in quick succession and the last one did 
the business. 

In my early fighting days I can remember 
well I was told to pursde a method of at- 
tack along these same lines, but I never 
adhered to the advice. I always found that 
when I started for one spot the other fellow 
would invariably cover it up. 


Fitz a Cunning General. 
Fitzsimmons was a great exponent of the 
above methods. He invariably would pick 
out a spot on a man’s anatomy and pound 
away at some other part to cover up his 
plans, but when the opportunity presented 
itself he would send home his pet blow and 
follow it up in quick succession with the 
same wallop. 

Oldi John 1. Sullivan liked the jaw better 
than any other part of the body. He has al- 
ways said that it was the most vulnerable 
spot. Of the hundreds of men that took the 
count at his hands nine-tenths of then trav- 
eled to the land of nod over the jaw route. 

James J. Jeffries doesn't much care where 
he lands: He has the punch and the weight 
behind it to accomplish his purpose without 
picking out or waiting for a vulnerable spot. 


Natural Fighting Best. 

I think now, and always have thought, that 
the best method of fighting is the way that 
nature best fits a pugilist. If a man has a 
punch, then he should depend a lot on it to 
win him victory. If he hag cleverness he 
should leave the other fellow present the 
opening and be ready to take advantage 
of it at any time, 

Battling Nelson, Stanley Ketchel, and Jim 
Jeffries reached the pinnacles of fame be- 
cause they did not try to acquire an arti- 
ficial way of fighting. Jeff probably made 
the biggest change of any of the three men- 
tioned. When he started to fight he stood al- 
most straight up in the air. But Tommy 
Ryan, probably the greatest teacher of cham- 
pionship tactics in the history of pugtilism, 
showed him the crouch that covered up his 
jaw and made him the hardest pugilist that 
ever lived to knock out. But the crouch be- 
longed to Jeff’s method of fighting, and he 
fell into it as naturally as he learned to use 
his legs when he was a kid. 

Ketchel has tried to change his method of 
fighting twice and adopt an artificial way, 
but found it worked to his disadvantage. Now 
he has reached the conclusion that in all 
future fights he will follow the lines that 
nature mapped out for him asa fighter. 

The natural way in everything is surely 


the best.

In another ten years and the youngest of 
Bonda’s sons has obtained a place for himself 
in the world. He is a successful man. He 
lives on a boulevard and his house is as 
American as if he had been descendant from 
John Alden and Priscilla. As he glides along 
the boulevard in an automöbile one never 
would dream that some twenty years before 
he was a poor peasant lad on the banks of 
the Danube. 

His brother William is by this ¢me a man 
close to 40, but looking much older. He is 
fired more frequently from his job because 
there are plenty of younger men to take his 
place.

Brothers Finally Beco me Strangers 

As the years go by and the younger brother 
becomes more successful, and the older 
brother William goes down lower and lower, 
the two see each other less often. It is gen- 
erally the older brother who seeks to avoid 
the younger on“ at first. He is afraid to 
meet his brother, who is a successful lawyer. 
He fears that if people know his humble 
origin, which the sight of him, the elder 


brother must betray, k would hurt him in 
business. 

Imperceptibly the gulf between them wid- 
ene untl William goes to the opposite side 
of the street every time he sees his younger 
brother come along. He does not wish him 
ill, on the contrary he is glad his brother 
is such a big man. But he feele out of place 
with him. He feels that he is net needed 
and possibly not wanted. And he stays 
away. The gulf is insperable. The two 
brothers have become perfect strangers. 

Frequently it happens that the estrange- 
ment between the brothers is due directly to 
the snobbishness of the more successful one. 
The doctor or lawyer who had risen from 
the ranke seeks to obliterate his past connec- 
tions. He begins it by spelling his name 
slightly different or by cutting off one or 
more syllables. Thus while his two or thee 
brothers in the Ghetto of Mttle Poland go 
by the name Kravchinsky he changes his 
name to Crow.

Perhaps the most startling case of this 
complete estrangement which exists between 
two brothers, the younger of whom is a ris- 
ing lawyer and the older an undkilled fac- 
tory worker, was discovered in a congested 
district on the west side. The lawyer, who 
is a young man of 24 and had come to Chi- 
cago from the east in hopes that he might 
succeed better here, frequently enters a 
popular café where he meets acquaintances 
and friends and spends an evening with 
them.

And when 
they do talk their conversation and manner 
is so cold that no one would think of taking 
them for brothers.

HE achievements ofmen of science and 

members of the so-called learned pro- 

f ns only in rare instances attract 

neral public attention. A genfus like 

mn or Marconi conquers fame in 

spite of himself, but the great body of the 

lesser lights in the world of science pay their 

tribute to the sum of human knowledge un- 

assumingly and almost unknown. The man 

who builds up a great business or founds a 

big financial institution will find his name a 

household word, while the man who makes an 

important discovery in surgery or adds a 

valuable item to the resources of scienceaay 
live and die in practical obscurity. 

To a certain extent these things are true 
of Dr. William Augustus Evans, health com- 
missioner of the city of Chicago. It is true 
that in the two years during which he has 
held his present post he has been forced by 
circumstances into a camparative publicity, 
but the long years in whieh he labored with 
distinction and success in his purely profes- 
sional work form a chapter of which the 
public knows little, 

Dr. Evans was born in Marion, Ala., in 1865. 
He was educated at the public schools at 
Aberdeen, Miss., and graduated from the 
Agricultural college of that state in 1883 with 
the degree of B. 8. After a term spent in 
Bellevue hospital, New York, he returned 
and took his medical degree from Tulane 
university, New Orleans. For a few years 
he practiced in Aberdeen, but he felt the need 
of a wider field and in 1891 he came to Chi- 


cago.

Ability Was Back of All. 
Dr. Evans’ equipment was the best that 


could be procured as far as mental things 


were concerned, but he was not handicapped 
with an abundance of worldly wealth. In a 
little bachelor flat shared by a brother and 
a friend he opened his office and prepared to 
conquer the big city. He was only 26 years 
old, but underneath the soft tones and cour- 
teous manners of the young southerner there 
was the ability to succeed and an tron will 
to do so. 

Shorty after he reached Chicago Dr. Evans 
was appointed demonstrator in pathology 
to the College of Physicians, associated with 
the University of Illinois, and was later ap- 
pointed professor. Now for seventeen years 
he has lectured in that institution. 

Dr. Evans did not adopt the medical pro- 
fessidh simply as a means of earning a liveli- 
hood. He chose it deliberately as his work 
in life becauge its scientific aspect appealed 
to his talents and tastes. In association with 
Dr. Adolph Gehrmann, bacteriologist, and 
Dr. John Wesener, analytical chemist, he es- 
tablished the Columbus laboratories, of 
which he still is pathologist. It was a favorite 
scheme which he had dreamed of for some 
time. The idea was for a medical laboratory 
in which scientific determination of diseases 
might be reached by laboratory methods. 

In the years that followed Dr. Evans’ repu- 
tation in his profession steadily grew. He 
was appointed on the staff of the county 
hospital and also the Dunning Tuberculosis 
institute. He rapidly acquired a name as an 
authority on the subject of tuberculosis and 
was one of the earliest and foramost leaders 
in the movement to make organized war on 
the great white plague in Chicago. His pro- 
fessional colleagues recognized his ability 
and attainments by electing him president of 
the Chicago Medical society.

Made Society One of Best. 


The history of his term of office in this go- 
clety is interesting, as it throws a strong 
sidelight on the character of the man. At 
the time of his election the Chicago Medical 
society was in an almost moribund condition. 
The roll of membership was dwindling and 
a general feeling of apathy seemed to per-

vade the organization. “Immediately Dr. 
Evans was elected president he started a 
reorganization and within a year he had 
placed the society on a footing which it had 
never before enjoyed and made it one of the 
strongest and most virile bodies of its kind 
in America. In the same time the member- 
ship was doubled. 

When Mayor Busse appointed Dr. Dvans 
commissioner of health two years ago there 
was considerable surprise among the poli- 
ticlans, for the appointee was not merely not 
of their number, but was known to be inde- 
pendent in his views in politics as well as in 
other directions. The first move made by the 
new commissioner was to inaugurate a sys- 
tematic and vigorous campaign against his 
ancient and terrible opponent, tuberculosis. 
He started in with the people, urging, threat- 
ening, and exhorting them to observe the 
simple rules of sanitation and hygiene which 
must be the first blows struck in the war.

The people have got to be educated first,”’ 
says Dr. Evans. “The battle is sure to be 
won In the end, but little can be accomplished 
until the people are aroused to fight and to 
fight together. It must be kept up, too, for 


any slackening in this contest is followed 
with fatal results.“ 

There are three great matters which de- 
mand the attention of the health department 
of a great city, according to Dr. Evans. They 
are contagious diseases, tuberculosis, and the 
discovery of better opportunities for the de- 
velopment of children. What has already 
been accomplished in Chicago is much, in the 
commissioner’s opinion, and he declares that 
the future holds promise of much more. 

“It isa slow campaign, he says, and itis 
not easy as yet to ascertain just how much 
we have achieved. In the battle for health 
it takes two years for results to show. For 
example, what we are doing this year will 
bear fruit in 1911, and we are reaping today 
the reward of work done in 1907. The mu- 
nicipal fight against tuberculosis is only a 
couple of years old, so that it is really too 
early yet to tell what our efforts are accom- 
plishing.’’ 

Like all successful men, in whatever line 
of life, Dr. Bvans is an enthusiast over his 
work, : He declares he has no recreations 
because he cannot find time forthem How- 
ever, to prove that he is not altogether ab- 
sorbed, two years ago he surprised his friends 
by quietly marrying Miss Ida May Wild- 
berger of Clarksdale, Miss.

How 
much does it sell for? Well, the stores that 
used to those shoes had a secret price 
marked on , which was the lowest they 
would take. The low water mark on such 
a shoe was about a dollar fifty, but no clerk 
was supposed to sell them for that price ex- 
cept as a last resort. Two-fifty and 88 
were common prices for those shoes, and as 
high as 686 was obtained in at lanet some 
instances.

ONSIDERINd the farmer as the man 
at the throttle of civilization, this 
rural worker catering to the Chicago 
market has reason to look to the de- 
partment of health with an eye some- 

what askance., 

Wherein shall it profit the farmer if sol) 
and the genial elements make for a bumper 
crop, only that the Chicago health commis- 
gioner and his winlons swoop down upon his 
products and land them somewhere in the 
city dump after freight charges and drayage 
shall have accumulated against him? How- 
ever, not all this loss by condemnation falls 
upon the farmer,: who may have disposed 
of his products in fair condition to city whole- 
saler and retailer in whose hands this food- 
stuff deteriorates. 

In aggregate totals the foodstuffs con- 
demned in 1908 in Chicago would: put a well 
to do single individual out of business. In 
that year the department of health con- 
demned 8,712,634 pounds of foodstuffs that 
were placed for sale on the Chicago market. 
in’ itemized form these principal products 
condemned were: >

Approaching the retail values of these 
products on a conservative basis these food- 
stuffs destroyed represent values close to 
$300,000 as one year's losses to producers and 


dealers. Much of the actual loss, too, is not 


considered. in view of the fact that the de- 
partment, in its investigations of the source 
of milk supply, so many times has shut the 
producer entirely from the Chicago market 
until changes ordered have been effected. 
To stop the sale of milk is to destroy it, and 
in the totals of Chicago's food supply the 
item of milk is tremendous.

Aim Bill Totals Millions. 


Last year, according to the conservative 
estimates of the department of health, Chi- 
cago consumed $24,528,000 worth of milk and 
cream. Every day the city receives 240,000 
gallons of milk from 150,000 cows maintained 
on dairy farms within daily shipping dis- 
tance. At the conservative figure of T cents 
a quart for this milk and cream product, the 
city’s milk bill is close to $25,000,000 in 
twelve months. 

In view of the activity of the federal de- 
partment of meat inspection at the stock- 
yards, much of the labor and detail of meat 
inspection is saved to the health department, 
leaving the matter of milk inquiry one of the 
greatest of the department's duties. How. 
heavy this work is may be judged from some 
of the statistical figures pertaining to milk 
inspection. 

Last year a total of 63,984 samples of milk

1,708 lawsuits were evolved and fines ag- 
gregating 310218 were imposed upon vio- 
laters of the ordinances. A total of 11,004 
milk depots and stores dealing in milk were 
inspected and 1.710 of these were found in in- 
sanitary condition. Of these inspected prem- 
ises 5,791 were reinepected and 1,427 were dis- 
covered to be violating the ordinances on this 
second inspection. Fines of $2,112 were im- 
posed upon these people, a total of $12,330 in 
fines against violaters of the milk ordinances 
ofthe city. The total in fines secured through 
the activities of the department was $17,458, 
leaving by far the greater imposition upon 
dealers in milk. 
_ * 
Three Hundred Were Shut Out. 

In addition to these city inspections of milk, 
9.707 dairy farms were visited and conditions 
looked into. Out of these inspections 300 
farms were shut out of the Chicago market 
untH changes were made for better sanita- 
tion and fifty farme were excluded because 
of the presence of contagious diseases on 
these farms. Where violations of pure food 
laws are found on the average farm is shown 
in the results of these inspections: 
Barns found insanitary 
Milk houses In insanitary condition..... 
Farms having no milkhouses viet 
Wella condemned on farms...... ie te 608 

While much has been talked and written 
of the tuberculin test as applied to dairy 
herds, some of the itemized figures of the 
department of health show how far short the 
tests must fall. Approximately there are 
150,000 cows in the country districts and 
2,500 within the city supplying Chicago with 
milk. But of these only 10,860 were sub- 
jected to the tuberculin test last year, and of 
the number 780, or about 7.2 per cent of the 
tested animals, gave positive reaction indi- 
cating the disease.

Ice Makes Good Showing. 

Markets and stores to the number of 6,339 
were found in insanitary condition and a re- 
inspection of 5,804 of these showed 1,159 still 
short of the requirements of the department 
of health. There were 390 suits filed against 
these storekeepers and marketmen and fines 
of $2,340 imposed. 

In comparison with milk and foodstuffs 
the quality of Chicago ice in general may be 
accepted, as only sixteen suits were insti- 
tuted, with fines aggregating only $06 for the 
year. Inspection of wagons, depots, and 
cars to the number of 5,669 showed 949 of 
the inspected places insanitary, however. 
Three places where ice had been cut in pre- 
vious winters were condemned. 

It may interest the taxpayer that the re- 
turna from the Chicago health department 
through licenses and fines in 1908 exceeded 
the expenditures of the department, putting 
it on a literally paying basis.

HY doesn’t the manufacturer do 

this and that ? often is an irri- 

tated question of a single man 

dealer or consumer who hes 

found a slight fault in some 

commodity which otherwise is wholly eatis- 
factory. 

There may be half a hundred good reasons 

why this manufacturer never has done it and 


mever can be induced to do it. At the same 


time this persona! critic out of the singleness 
* of his criticism may stew over this fault as 
he sees it until he is gray headed. 

Some time ago a Chicago manufactory In 
the machinery line decided to open a Euro- 
pean agency for the sale of this machine spe- 
cialty. In the appointment of the agent and 
in preparation for showroom and office place 
in one of the great continental capitals a goed 
deal of money. was involved before the Chi- 
cago house could hope for a first order for a 
first single machine. All of this initial ex- 

‘ penditure and trouble and work was in pros- 
pect and accepted when suddenly. the man 
who had been chosen for the agency for the 
reason that he had accurate knowledge of the 
wants of this foreign market sprung an ob- 
jection to the makeup of the machine.

Looked Like Simple Thing. 

„I see that in this particular portion of the 
machinery you paint and stripe it.“ he said. 
„On the other side this portion of the ma- 
chine always is left with the plain steel fin- 
ish. A buyer would object to that in a minute. 
We'll have to leave off the paint in those ship- 
ments. 

To the agent, unfamiliar with the manu-- 
facturing side of the commodity, this was the 
simplest possible thing to suggest. Leaving 
ort the paint would save just that much mate- 
rial and time in the shop. 

But the situation was that the Chicago 
manufacturers were intending to invade the 
Duropean markets on the sole strength of the 
economy which systematized methods on a 
large ‘scale made possible. This first criti- 
cism of the agent was a more or less vit«l 
blocking of this shop routine and system. 

The agent was surprised at the evident dis- 
eomfiture of the president of the company at 
the suggestion. 

It's just a matter of leaving the paint off 
the foreign shipments,’’ he repeated. A 
there'll be only a few machines in the begin- 
ming, you know.” *

A 
Smallness Was Chief Obstacle. 

But the agent didn't récognize that in the 
Smaliness of the number lay the chief ob- 
@tacle to the omission of the painting. He 
was still further puzzled when the president 
ef the company passed the matter over until 
the next day before he could decide the potnt. 
And the surprise of his life came when that 
decision was that the manufactory. would 


have to paint the part for shipment in com- 
mon with all the rest of the factory product, 
after which the agent ih the European office 
might hire a man to remove the paint and 
Greas the steel parts up according to the for- 
eign atyle in demand. 

Why couldn’t the manufacturer leave off 
the paint? 

Simply because it would have cost him im- 
measurably more than the time of the highest 
priced workman in Europe, even if the work · 
man dawdled away ‘time dver the job of paint 
removal. 

According to the working capacity of this 
plant the machines that logically might be 
shipped in the first year to the European 
agent scarcely would have been more than 
one machine in O ot the total product. These 
machines had grown te competitive strength 
in Europe simply because of clocklike manu- 
facture of parts for clocklike assembling into 
a complete machine. They were to compete 
with the slow, careful handiwork of the men 
building individual ‘machines for like, uses. 
This strongest feature in competition had 
arisen out of the fact that the process of 
building in the Chicago plant virtually fed 
the materials in at one end of the building 


and turned-the finished machine out at the 


other end of the plant. ° 
+ « 
Would Affect.1 housand P: ocesses. 
Then came the proposition of the European 
agent, designed to break into these machine- 
like routines affecting a thousand processes. 
Set one machine aside out of 500? Alter 
factory. routine building 499 machines of 250 
or more parts each in order that one machine 
should clog and impede the whole works? It 
the inconsiderableness of the number of 
the machines which made the innavation all 
the more impossible! 
It was worth the while of the factory to 
make a European sales campaign—certainly. 


The manufactory was more than willing that 


its agent should be supplied with a machine 
that should meet with trade demands. Ifthe 
trade ever grew large enough to make it 
worth while to establish a factory routine 
making ‘the employment of the European 
paint cleaner unnecessary the manufacturer 
was more than willing to establish that shop 
system. 

But in his initial risk of $10,000 or more in 
establishing this foreign agency this manu- 
facturer was banking on the fact that his 
shop methods would not be impeded in any 
way. ther. he hoped if anything to accel- 
erate them. 

But in the next few years some European 
workman, laboriously removing several coats 
of thick, hard paint from a halt a dozen por- 
tions of these American made machines, will 
mutter to himself something akin to the re- 
mark with which this article began: 

** Why don't those fool manufacturers leave 
off this paint!”

One reason for this possibly is the fact 
that they suffer least from conventionalities 
which make civilization so intolerable some 
times. They are allowed to take care of 
themselves rather than have a nurse look 
after them They are allowed to find 
themselves. They are given the privilege 
as well as the chance to learn that a street 
car running ful] speed is a handy thing to 
avoid. They breathe foul air, inhale all kinds 
of bacilli, pick up cigaret stumpe without 
incurring the consequences which a child 
from the lake shore would if it game into 
eontact with one-tenth the dirt and air which 
were not half as bad. They can do this be- 
cause they have been allowed to become 
hardened and immune to these and many 
other things. 

Not only are the children of the slume 
happy when they are well, but they are much 
more cheerful even in sickness than ars the 
children of the rich. For when they are sick 
they are simply things. To give them medi- 
cine is not nearly as difficult. One does not 
have to coax them to swallow down a spoon 
of medicine. A look from the father, who 
they know is liberal with his strap when they 
are in good health, is sufficient to make them 
obey orders even when they are sick. 

“In many cases the ignorance of both 
children and their parents is bliss. They 
recover from a sickness.much quicker than 
one would possibly expect. They cling to 
life with a tenacity that is wonderful. It 
seems as if the slums are evolving @ race 
which comes into the world ready to with- 
stand all onslaughts of disease, ready to 
cling to Hfe with the last bit of energy. 


Thus I have seen slum children recover from 
sicknesses without much or at least without 
the proper medical assistance. I know of 
one case in particular which illustrates ex- 
cellently the eharacteristics of both such 
children and their parents.

Dirt Was the Real Trouble. 

“A certain doctor, a friend of mine, was 
recently called to attend a boy of 6. The boy 
was suffering from a skin disease. The physi- 
clan diagnosed the case at a glance. What 
the boy was suffering from was dirt. He had 
not had a bath ina year's time. There was 
no use prescribing any medicines. So he told 
the boy’s mother to buy a bath tub for her boy 
and give him beths frequently. Not wanting 
to make any extra expense for her he told her 
to ask for a certain kind of soap which she 
ould get for 10 cents, while if he prescribed 
the same soap it would cost her 35 cents. 
The woman then scraped together a dollar 
and gave ittothe doctor, He, however, re- 
fused to take the money and told her to take 
the money to buy a bath tub. 

“I suppose you would expect gratitude on 
the part of the woman for that. Ifyou do 
you are mistaken. The woman not only was 
not thankful to the physician but, on the con- 
trary, became suspicious of him. What sort 
of a doctor was he who does not take money 
and does not give prescriptions? She imme- 
diately called another doctor in the neigh- 
borhood who was known for the large pre- 
scriptions which he was accustomed to give. 
This doctor came and gave the boy 4 pre- 
scription. That satisfied the mother. It did 
not help the child, of course. But that is an- 
other question.

This costume illustrated that one of the 
horrors of the women who has this season 
bought a short waisted costume is unfounded,

Cuimpe Differs from Rest of Gown, 

It has a top or guimpe of material unlike 
that of the remainder of the gown. This 
stops immediately uncer the arms, and while 
technically a yoke will lead the unwary into 
suspecting that it covers the wearer's entire 
waist which ends there, and thus several 
inches are clandestinely and falsely added 
to the length below the waist line. The re- 
mainder of the dress is in one piece, with 
the section lying longitudinally within sev- 
eral furlongs of the waist line carelessly un- 
staked off. 

If the wearer in addition to being with 
out Umbs is inclined to stoutness, another 
device is available for concealing this fact. 
Miss White availed herself of it, and it 
consists of placing down either side the 
dress, the whole length from the under arm 
boundary te the hem a wide stripe amount- 
ing almost to a panel, of a light coloring 
braid, cretonne, or other material.

I then size@ the burlap with glue 
water, made by dissolving stick glue, pro- 
curable at drug stores, in hot water. With 
this I entirely filled the pores of the burlap. 
I next applied two coats of meadow green 
floor paint, and, wishing a dull finish, when 
dry removed the gloss by gently rubbing 
with a cloth dipped in turpentine. The mold- 
ing was then replaced, covering tacks. This 
makes a sanitary and artistic floor covering, 
which is as durable as a hardwood floor.

between. Whether the seam is let out equally 
on both sides or more is let out on one side 
than the other depends on the effect which 
will be produced. 

The lines must be kept perfect looking, and 
not enough must be let out on any one place 
to be noticeable. If a garment is much too 
small or large, at least two seams on each 
side should be altered; this keeps the pro- 
portions better. After the seam has been 
pinned and any needed alteration made in 
the waist line, take the slip off, and put in a 
new basting to mark the corrected waist line. 
To go back a moment, in removing the pins 
up the back be sure to see that they were 
exactly on the traced line, for it ts better 
not to change the middle back line if pos- 
sible, but do the changing under the arms. 

Now to fix the altered seams. Before un- 
pinning the under arm seam stick pins 
through, from the opposite side of where the 
seam was pinned, and be sure that the pins 
are directly on top of the others. Then unpin 
the seam by taking the pins out just enough 
to allow the pieces to be separated, and put 
the pin right back in place. Stick the pins 
in the other side so they will stay in place. 
Now both sides of the seam have pins put in 
which clearly mark the altered line.

Rip open the corresponding seam on the 
other side, lay one edge of it on the altered 
edge which matches it, and loosen the pins in 
the altered side just enough to pin the two 
together. Stick pins straight through from 
the under side and then release the seams, 
leaving pins to mark both seams, exactly as 
was first explained about the under arm 
seam. Alter the other side of the seam in 
the same manner. Then pin the seams to- 
gether on the wrong side, baste and try on 
again. 

If the garment is made with French seams 
as most or all thin materials would be likely 
to be, the garment is tried on with the seams 
basted together on the right side, and some 
of these difficulties are escaped. 

It. is possible an explanation of this kind 
may seem a little blind with a first reading, 
for, naturally, & would be much more im- 
ple to take a garment and show, at the same 
time explaining how to make any alteration; 
but a careful reading should make it clear. 
The idea is, where the figure to all appear- 
ances is an even one, that is right, in any 
alteration, to alter one side only on the figure;

Whole Method Out of Balance. 

About a year ago Mr. Mecartney created a stir in 
the American Bar association in a brochure addressed 
to the executive committee ‘and the general couaci! 
of the association in advocacy of his bar reforms. In 
this brochure Mr. Mecartney brought about a raising 
of hands in some strictures which he laid upon the 
United States Supreme court itself. His point was 
that the whole method of procedure was out of bal- 
ance and in collision with justice itself. 

“During the first twenty years of the existence 
of this court,” he wrote, “its 4ocket received from ten 
to twenty-five cases a year. For the next forty years 
its number ran from twenty-five to fifty cases. From

court of appeals was constituted, there were about 
2,500 cases demanding attention. And for some years 
thereafter the court disposed of something over 300 
cases per annum—sbout one for every working day!” 

In these later crowded days Mr. Mecartney points 
to the “five to four” decisions of the Supreme court 
and he charges that the telephone case, the income 
tax case, the Trans-Missouri and Traffic association 
cases, the so-called insular cases, the Chicago Board 
of Trade cage, the New York eight hour labor case, 
and the New York-Connecticut divorce case “were all 
decided by five judges against four, except one case 
in which the ratio was six to three.” 

Holding that ty cases a year are far more com- 
patible with the limitations of the Supreme court 
than are 800 or 406 “@fesenting” cases a year, Mr. 
Mecartney asks, “What do ‘five to four’ opinions 
mean by the law of general average? Does it not 
mean that in four cases out of nine the decisions of 
our august Supreme court are wrong?’

Little Elsie Has Changed. 


Time was when the young girl had no emotions or 
interests beyond the not impossible He. The older 
women were not considered at all. Nowadays there are 
huge number of women, able minded, no longer young, 
by no means old; just women and permanently women, 
as men are permanently men.

love is enough.”

Mrs. Gilman avows that love is not enough. It is 
essential, “but so is food or sleep or air to breathe 
absolutely essential, but net enough.” It ceases to be 
true, if ever it was, that the happy lover, attaining the 
beloved object, should count “the world well lost” for 
that great end. The world Mrs. Gilman holds to be 
the t object; to know it, to love it, to serve it wisely 
and nodly; and in this great work of life “our little 
friend Cupid is a means, not an end.”

“Back of all the historic period of feminine sub- 
jection lies that lone prehistoric era of the Matriarchate, 
when womanhood ruled in its own right; and back of, 
that again lies the unbroken supremacy of the female 
to she dawn of life, a supremacy resting on this one 
primal power—the choosing of the best for the high 
privilege of race building.

ARCHAEOLOGISTS. 
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R VBBLE OF GREAT BLOCKS . 


E glories of ancient Babylon are being 
revealed by the scientists who have been 
digging in the oriental desert. They 
have found the palaces of Nebuchadnez- 
zar, the supposed tower of Babel and 
other wonders of that magnificent capi- 
tal of which so much has been told in 
the bible and in the traditions handed 
down by the Greek historians. 

Other scientists have been searching amid the 
ruins of Jericho, and have found the crumbled walls 
which went down when the trumpets of Joshua 
sounded, and the Israelites raised their mighty shout. 
Still other investigators are delving amid the ruins of 
Rome in furtherance of an ambitious plan to restore 
the Imperial City. 

The work in Babylon is being carried out by the 
German Oriental society, under the direction of Dr. 
Robert Koldeway. The results achieved are consid- 
ered of the highest importance because they prove the 
truth of many ancient stories which were supposed 
to be mere myths. 

Babylon was probably the most wonderful of all 
the ancient cities of the world. After its destruc- 
tion by Sennacherib it was rebuilt by his son, and 
afterward, under the reign of Nebuchadnezzar, it 
reached a height of splendor and magnificence which 
perhaps the modern world cannot equal. The hang- 
ing gardens of Babylon were described by Strabo, 
and these, with the mighty walls which surrounded 
the city, were called one of the seven great wonders 
of the world. The city was called “Babylon the 
mighty,” “the glory of kingdoms,“ and “the golden 
cup in Jehovah's hand.” | 


: 52 * 
Hundred Gates Pierced the Walls. 


According to Herodotus, the walled city covered 
an area of about 200 square miles, and as it seems to 
have been densely populated it must have contained 
a multitude of souls. These walls, according to the 
same historian, were pierced by a hundred brazen 
gates and were rendered impregnable by 250 towers. 
The stories of the Greek philosophers have been 
largely discounted by modern scholars, but the new 
discoveries give some proof that Herodotus was right 
in describing the Babylonian wealth and splendor. 

The site of the city is now marked by à series 
of mounds which lie along the eastern bank of the 
Euphrates about eight hours distant from Bagdad. 
Hillah is the nearest modern town to the ruins, being 
only about five miles south of the nearest mound. 
Hillah knows but little of her ancient neighber aside 
from the fact that the ruins of Babylon have formed 
an enormous quarry from which for many centuries 
building brick has been obtained. If the Babylonians 
knew nothing else they knew how to make bricks 
which outlast even tradition itself and Hullah is bufit 
of these bricks. 

The sands which have rolled in upon the ancient 
city are being slowly removed, and here and there 
at present the bare walls and towers of Babylon are 
rising to view, after having been hidden for so many 
centuries. Along the river the date palms are grow- 
ing, but the city itself lies on a barren plain. Per- 
haps in the days wher Nebuchadnezzar reigned, the 
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plain was green and fertile, otherwise it is hard to 
see how the great multitudes could have sustained 
life and reached such an unparalleled scene of luxury 
and splendor. 
„% * 
Ruins of Tower Are Discovered. 

„ One of the highest mounds has been stripped at 
the summit, and this reveals the ruins of a tower, 
which some have called the “tower of Babel.” This 
does not seem to have been in Babylon proper, but in 
the adjoining city of Boraippa, and is thought to have 
been the fameus temple of Nebo. 

After eleven years of digging the excavators have 
piled up great embankments on the earth outside of 
the city. Light railway tracks have been built to 
facilitate the work, and along these tracks the native 
Arab workmen push little care filled with débris from 
the ruins. The cars are filled by baskets carried by 
other Arab workmen. 

For years the excavators were doubtful about 
what they would find. They suspected that the glories 
of Babylon might be pure invention. But about ten 
years ago Koldeway began work upon the mound of 


Ahe Kasr, or “the palace,” which is one of the largest 


city mounds, and soon successful discoveries began to 
reward his efforts. Two palaces of King Nebuchad- 
nezzar were found first, and adjoining them two re- 
markable temples, one dedicated to the god Ninib and 
the other to the city god of Babylon. 

This latter was so great a temple that only a 
corner of it has been laid bare. Dr. Koldeway was 
able, however, to trace the Sacred Road of Babylon, 
leading from the great temple of Bel to one of the 
palaces of Nebuchadnezzar, showing that there was 
an intimate connection between chureh and state. 
From the inscriptions and traditions it has been shown 
that once every twelve months, at the great “feast 
of the New Year,” the statue of Bel, the city god, 
was carried along the sacred road from the temple to 
the palace, where with much pomp and many cere- 
monies the king grasped the hands of the idol and 
proclaimed his fealty to the national religion. 


* * 
King Renewed Allegiance Y early. 

When Nebuchadnessar became king this was the 
chief feature of his coronation, and every year he was 
required to renew his allegiance to the god of the city. 
it was a great achieyement to have laid bare this 
sacred road and let the sun once more shine upon the 
streets where priests and kings had followed the na- 
tional deity in solemn procession—to gaze upon the 
throne where Nebuchadnezzar had been seated, per- 
haps when he had called for his magicians and as- 
trologers to interpret the dream which had troubled 
his spirit and broken his sleep. The magicians and 
astrologers wanted to know the dream, but the king 
declared he had forgotten it. “The thing is gone 
from me,” he told them. 

Because they could not interpret this dream which 
the king could not remember, Nebuchadnezzar was 
“angry and very furious, and commanded to destroy 
all the wise men of Babylon.” And the decree went 
forth that all the wise men should be slain. 

Readers of the bible are familiar with the sequel 
to the king’s dream. Daniel, the young Hébrew, came 
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before him, and not only told the dream in all ite « 
vivid circumstances but interpreted it in guch fashion 
that Nebuchadnezzar “made Daniel a great man, and 
gave him many great gifts, and made him fuler over 
the whole province of Babylon, and a chief of the 
governors over all the wise men of Babylon.” 


* * 
Inscriptions Tell the Vital Story. 

Dr. Koldeway and his assistants were awed at 
uncovering the scenes of all the dramatic incidents 
which followed the Hebrew captivity after Nebuchad- 
nezzar had destroyed Jerusalem, but they were not 
saisfied with merely finding idols and burnt brick, 
and massive crumbling walls. They were looking for 
inscriptions and fragments of sculpture which would 
tell to the archeologist a more vital story than archi- 
tectural ruins. 

It was probable, of course, that when Babylon was 
despoiled the triumphant victors would carry away 
all the precious things they could transport, but Dr. 
Koldeway wanted to find inscriptions on the wall. 
He was rewarded when he uncovered the great gate 
of Ishtar, the goddess of love and war and the most 
beloved deity in Babylon. The gateway showed that 
Nebuchadnezzar had remembered her in a way worthy 
of the estimation in which she was held by his sub- 
jects. 

The double gateway of Ishtar was filled with in- 
terior chambers and flanked by massive towers, It 
entered the city directly at the end of the sacred 
road near Nebuchadnegzar’s palace, and probably was 
not used by the populace except on state and cere- 
monial occasions. 

To the scientists, however, the gate of Ishtar was 
a precious find, becauze it was covered with decora- 
tions. Row upon row of bulls. dragons, and other 
beasts were represented in brilliant enameled bricks. 
There were probably between 400 and 500 of these 
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beasts upon the entire gate, a section of which is 
Shown in the illustration herewith. Dr. Koldeway has 
carefully torn down some of these decorations and 
will have them taken to Berlin and reconstructed for 
exhibition. 

Tt is said that the friezes upon this gate are 
among the finest specimens of enameled brickwork 
known in the world, and, notwithstanding their great 
age the bricks are still perfect and the colors are as 
vivid as if they were made only yesterday. Thus Baby- 
lon, which fell and “became heaps,” according to the 
prophecy of Jeremiah, is being revealed to the mod- 
ern world. 

Of almost equal interest and importance are the 
discoveries being made on the site of the ancient city 
ot Jericho. The seat of this famous town haz been 
located near the Ain-es-Sultan spring, a mile or two 
from Ertha. The ground investigated is an artificial 
plateau, and the diggers came to the top of the outer 
walls about eight feet below the surface. The ma- 
zonry belongs to the oldest known period of the his- 
tory of Palestine, and is in an exceptionally fine state 
of preservation. On the north side a long stretch of 
the wall was found almost unbroken. This ended in a 
tower, where there were distinct traces of a gate. 

*&- 
Many Houses Were Almost Intact. 

Within the walls groups of houses were found 
almost intact. There were doors in some of these. 
kitchens, baking ovens, and fragments of jugs and 
other vessels. The ruins of some ot these houses 
along the wall were found well preserved, and per- 
haps among them was the house of Rahab, where 
Joshpa’s spies were hidden before the walls fell. 
When Joshua cursed the city after it had fallen into 
the hands of his army. it will be remembered that 
he said: “Cursed be the man before the Lord that 
riseth up and bulldeth this city Jericho: he shall lay 
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the foundation thereof in his first born, and in *

Should such a time ever arrive grand opera 
permanently established here throughout the season could result, for the public is 
more than ready for it. But “society will not yet lend its aid. Until such a 
* u time is at hand we must needs be content with the crumbs and fragments 
the New York banquet board. 

’ This season the crumbs and fragments promise to take on a little more of chunk- 
ness and wholeness than did those thrown to us in seasons recently past. The new 
management which assumed charge of the Metropolitan affairs last autumn seems to 
have had borne home to its consciousness the fact that the patience of Chicago is about 
exhausted, and that it would therefore be advisable to make the spring offering at 
the Auditorium more respectable and more artistically satisfying than it had been wf 
late. Both Mr. Dippel and Mr. Gatti-Casazza appear to be desirous of winning 
Chicago's approval. 

The new managers, wishing to gain for themselves end dees and cash, obtained 
the coSperation of Mr. Neumann, and this experienced concert impresario has under- 
taken the management of the Chieago season. He has not been afrald to ask for 
two weeks instead of one, and indications are that the fortnight will be proportionately 
as successful financially as have been the single weeks in the past. Mr. Neumann 
announces that some $50,000 in advance orders already have been received by him, 
and this would indicate that Chicago is going to keep up its record of paying about 
$75,000 a week for grand opera entertainment—a sum which would give us opera for 
months if judiciously employed, but which we prefer to squander in an opera debauch 
of a fortnight duration. 

Mr. Neumann promises that the whole New York company will come here and 
that the entire mise en scene for all the operas also will be forwarded. There is 
good reason for crediting the sincerity of his statements, so far as his part in the 

undertaking is concerned, for his long career here has contained few instances of his 

having disappointed the public, and such instances were almost invariably the result 

of promise-breaking on the part of another manager or the artist engaged. He, it is 

confidently believed, will do everything in his power to give Chicago all he promises. 

Whether the Metropolitan directorate will be equally earnest remains to be seen. It 

is to be hoped such may be the case, but past experience warrants skepticism. . 

’ That all the singers who are still in New York at the close of the season and 

are needed for the performances here will be brought on is reasonably probable, and 

that certain of the newer productions will also be transferred to the Auditorium is 

quite likely, for Mr. Gatti-Casazza had laid great stress upon his mounting of Afda” 

and other works, and will want his scenic and sartorial surroundings for the per- 
formances here.
